George Halas McCaskey became the fourth Chairman in Chicago Bears team history on May 5, 2011, following in the foot- 
steps of grandfather, George Halas, father, Edward W. McCaskey and brother, Michael. 

George is one of the 13 grandchildren - and namesake - of George Halas, the founder and patriarch of the Chicago Bears. 
Like his brothers and sisters, he grew up around the Bears. His first part-time job, at age 14, was as an office assistant at 
the team’s headquarters in Chicago’s Loop. He later worked for several summers as a ball boy at Bears training camp, call- 
ing it one of the best experiences of his life. 

George has worked to carry on the storied tradition of the Bears with a yearly goal of winning the NFL Championship, 
uphold the integrity and values established in the previous 100 years of the club and oversee the franchise’s leadership role 
in the Chicagoland community. 

He previously served as the team’s senior director of ticket operations, working in the ticket office for 20 seasons, joining 
the Bears in 1991 as ticket manager. He has been a member of the Bears’ Board of Directors since 2004. 

George attended Arizona State University, where he earned his bachelor’s degree in Broadcasting in 1978 and his law 
degree in 1981. He passed the Illinois bar exam in 1981, but now describes himself as a “recovering lawyer.” He worked in 
television news in Phoenix, Peoria, Tulsa and Chicago, before serving as an Assistant State’s Attorney in Lee County and 
DeKalb County, Ill. 

In his spare time, George enjoys officiating youth sports, including baseball, soccer and basketball. 

McCaskey and his wife Barb have one child, a son, Conor.

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PHILLIPS 


President and CEQ 





Ted Phillips was named President and Chief Executive Officer on February 10, 1999. He is the fourth person to serve as presi- 
dent in the organization’s storied 100-year history following Michael McCaskey, George “Mugs” Halas, Jr., and George S. Halas. 

Since taking on the top leadership role, Phillips has insisted on attention to detail and smooth execution at every level 
of the Bears operation. He has solidified the long-term stability of the Club, while staying keenly focused on bringing a 10th 
championship to the NFL’s premier franchise. Phillips has revitalized both the business and football operations by hiring high 
character, intelligent and driven individuals who share common goals and philosophies on how to build a consistent winner. 

Drawing from more than 35 years of experience with the Chicago Bears, Phillips has shown effective leadership skills by 
empowering his executive staff to create an environment of collective responsibility in running the day-to-day operations of 
the club. Phillips is involved in all critical decisions of the Bears and continues to strive to make all aspects of the Bears orga- 
nization the best in the NFL. Always insisting on a team-first attitude, Phillips has surrounded himself with individuals who 
fit the organization’s character, culture and values. 

Under Phillips’ direction, the Bears completely transformed the spaces the organization operates out of both in the city of 
Chicago and at Halas Hall in Lake Forest. The Bears relocated staff members based out of Soldier Field to a new downtown 
office space in 2018. The new office space allows Bears staff members to work in the heart of the city, where they are closer 
to partners and will have workspaces that allow for stronger collaboration and future growth. 

In 2012, Phillips oversaw a Halas Hall renovation project that added over 30,000 square feet to the team’s headquarters, 
which opened in 1997. The renovations included additions to the weight and training rooms, an upgraded locker room, addi- 
tional meeting spaces and offices, and a new event center which features a broadcast studio and conference space. 

Then from 2017-19, Phillips oversaw an additional renovation and expansion to Halas Hall, which was completed in August 
2019. The expansion is highlighted by a sparkling 162,500-square-foot football operations addition to the already-existing 
143,000-square foot facility and a 30,600-square-foot remodeling project on the northeast side of the building. The project, 
which broke ground in January 2018, completely transformed the look and feel of the entire facility. Position meeting rooms 
and the draft room doubled in size, while coaches’ offices increased by 50 percent. A 3,250-square-foot players’ lounge was 
created, along with an a 1,700-square-foot player locker room that now includes a barbershop. The coaches/scouts locker 
room was also expanded and now includes a sauna and steam room. The weight room increased in size by 2,000 square feet, 
while the equipment room, recovery space and nutrition/fuel station doubled in size. A 13,000-square-foot indoor turf space 
was also added, among many other amenities. Additionally, two new football fields were built to the east of the Walter 
Payton Center in 2018. The new fields allow the Bears to spread out the field use over four fields throughout the offseason 
and during in-season practices. That project also added a training slope, a storage facility and a practice viewing suite. 

Phillips’ other highlights include creating and continuing a strong customer service mentality throughout the organization, 
returning the Bears training camp to Illinois and presiding over five division championships (2001, 2005, 2006, 2010, 2018). 

During the 2015 offseason, Phillips hired Ryan Pace as the sixth general manager in franchise history, giving new direction 
to the Bears football operations. On January 1, 2018, Phillips announced a three-year contract extension for Pace, keeping him 
with the club through the 2021 season. He has also restructured the front office, promoting four key executives to the level of 
Senior Vice-President with direct reporting to Phillips. Additional departmental emphasis was also placed on expanding vari- 
ous customer service initiatives along with placing a new emphasis on database management, marketing research and digital 
media efforts, in an effort to deliver added value to Bears fans, season ticketholders and business partners. 

The Bears training camp returned to the State of Illinois from 2002-19, turning out in record numbers over the three-week 
training period on the campus of Olivet Nazarene University in Bourbonnais, Ill. And for the first time in 2020, the Bears will 
utilize their newly-renovated facilities as training camp returns to Halas Hall. 

Phillips’ leadership was also key in negotiating a new home for the team at Soldier Field. Not only making the club more 
financially competitive, it provides the best fans in professional sports with a stadium complete with all the amenities they 
deserve. The Soldier Field game-day experience is second to none, and fans have been critical in creating a great home-field 
advantage for the team as the Bears continue to maintain their proud history and tradition on Chicago’s lakefront. 

Phillips served as the Bears Vice President of Operations for six seasons starting in 1993. Recognized for his many years 
of handling the Bears contract negotiations and team finances, Phillips currently serves on the NFL’s CEC Executive Working 
Group, the NFL’s CBA Player Benefits Plans Committee and is Chairman for the NFL’s Employee Benefits Committee. Phillips 
also currently serves on the Board of Directors of Bears Care, the philanthropic arm of the Chicago Bears, and the Chicagoland 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Before becoming Vice President of Operations, Phillips served as the Director of Finance from 1987-93. Phillips joined the 
Bears staff on September 28, 1983, as the team’s Controller, a position he held for four years. 

Prior to joining the Bears, Phillips was employed as an auditor and tax accountant with the international accounting firm 
Ernst & Whinney (now Ernst & Young), from 1979-83. He graduated from the University of Notre Dame in 1979 with a degree 
in business and accounting. Phillips earned a master of marketing and management degree from the Kellogg Graduate 
School at Northwestern University in 1989. 

Phillips was born in Oneida, N.Y., grew up in Nashua, N.H., and he currently resides with his wife Ann in Libertyville, III. He 
has three sons, Matthew, Max and Frank. 
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General Manager 





Ryan Pace, the 2018 Sporting News NFL Executive of the Year, is in his sixth season as general manager of the Chicago 
Bears in 2020. He is the sixth general manager in franchise history after being hired on January 8, 2015. On January 1, 
2018, the Bears announced a three-year contract extension for Pace, keeping him with the club through 2021. 

Following the 2017 season, Pace took the organization in a different direction and sought to find the next head coach 
to lead the Bears into the future. On January 8, 2018, Pace hired Matt Nagy as Chicago’s 16th head coach. Since his hir- 
ing, Chicago has compiled a record of 20-12, including 9-3 against the division, and captured the 2018 NFC North cham- 
pionship. A total of 12 players have been selected to the Pro Bowl over the past two seasons, the most over a two-year 
span since the 2006-07 seasons. 

With Nagy in place, Pace used all avenues available to start bolstering a young and promising roster. He made a 
splash on the first day of free agency in March 2018 with the signing of wide receiver Allen Robinson II and awarding 
players such as defensive back Kyle Fuller and defensive lineman Eddie Goldman with multi-year extensions in 2018. 

Pace and his staff kept the momentum going during 2018 NFL Draft, selecting three ESPN.com All-Rookie Team 
honorees in linebacker Roquan Smith (Round 1, 8th overall), offensive lineman James Daniels (Round 2, 39th overall) 
and defensive lineman Bilal Nichols (Round 5, 145th overall). He also traded up in the second round to draft wide receiver 
Anthony Miller (Round 2, 51st overall), who finished second among all rookie wide receivers with seven touchdown 
receptions in 2018. Smith, meanwhile, would go on to record the second-most tackles (122) by a Bears rookie. Nichols 
made an immediate impact, recording 3.0 sacks, while Daniels started the final 10 games at left guard. 

But Pace saved his boldest move for last. With the 2018 season opener looming - 8 days away to be exact - Pace 
acquired All-Pro linebacker Khalil Mack in a trade with the Oakland Raiders, making him the highest paid defensive 
player in NFL history, and a move that turned Chicago’s already top-10 defense into the league’s most dominant unit 
that season. Mack did not disappoint, leading the Bears with 12.5 sacks and six forced fumbles as Chicago’s defense led 
the NFL in takeaways (36), interceptions (27), fewest first downs (17.3 pg), fewest rushing yards allowed (80.0 pg) and 
fewest points allowed (17.7 ppg) and finished third in turnover margin (+12), points off takeaways (107) and yards per 
game allowed (299.7). 

The Bears finished 12-4 during the regular season, going on win streaks of three, four and five games, and captured 
the club’s first NFC North title since 2010. Nagy would go on to earn Associated Press and PFWA Coach of the Year hon- 
ors while setting a record for the most wins by a first-year head coach in franchise history. 

Eight players, including Mack, were named to the 2019 Pro Bowl following the season. Joining Mack were defensive 
backs Eddie Jackson and Fuller, defensive tackle Akiem Hicks, punt returner Tarik Cohen, quarterback Mitchell Trubisky 
and offensive linemen Cody Whitehair and Charles Leno Jr. Mack, Fuller, Jackson and Cohen also were named Associated 
Press All-Pros. 

In recognition for his efforts throughout the 2018 season, Pace became the third Bears executive to win Executive of 
the Year honors and the first since Michael McCaskey in 1985. 

In 2019, Pace signed Whitehair and Jackson to multi-year extensions, making Jackson the NFL’s highest paid safety, 
while 2019 free agent acquisition Cordarrelle Patterson joined Jackson, Fuller and Mack as 2020 Pro Bowl selections. 
Patterson also was named an Associated Press All-Pro for the fourth time after leading the league in kick returns. 
Meanwhile, rookie running back David Montgomery finished the season with 889 rushing and 185 receiving yards to 
become the ninth Bears rookie to top 1,000 yards from scrimmage in their rookie season and tied for the team lead with 
seven total touchdowns. His 889 yards and six touchdowns on the ground were both second in the NFL behind Oakland’s 
Josh Jacobs (1,150 yds, 7 TDs) among rookie RBs. 

Pace and his staff were active once again during the 2020 offseason, first with the re-signing of linebacker Danny 
Trevathan, before making several key free agent acquisitions with the signing of veteran Pro Bowl tight end Jimmy 
Graham, linebacker Robert Quinn while trading a compensatory fourth-round pick to the Jaguars for veteran quarter-

With two second round picks in April’s 
draft, Pace selected two players who should 
make an immediate impact in Notre Dame faa 
tight end Cole Kmet and Utah cornerback ss 
Jaylon Johnson. Chicago did not pick again 
until Saturday’s fifth round, where they 
selected three players in linebacker Trevis 
Gipson out of Tulsa, defensive back Kindle 
Vildor out of Georgia Southern and wide 
receiver Darnell Mooney out of Tulane. 

The Bears closed out the draft with two 
seventh-round selections, both offensive 
lineman, in Arlington Hambright (Colorado) 
and Lachavious Simmons (Tennessee State). 

In 2017, Pace continued his track record 
of drafting rookies who make an immediate 
impact on the team. Trubisky (No. 2 overall) set Bears rookie records for passing yards (2,193) and completions (196). 
Cohen became the first NFL rookie since Gale Sayers (1965) to score touchdowns via rushing, receiving, passing and punt 
return in a single season. He also tallied the third most receptions (53) by a Bears rookie in club history. Jackson finished 
the season with two interceptions and became the first player in NFL history to return both a fumble recovery and an 
interception for 75+ yard touchdowns in a single game in a win over the Panthers. 

After a stellar rookie season in 2016, running back Jordan Howard, a fifth-round pick by Pace in 2016, continued to 
have success on the ground, becoming the first player in franchise history to rush for over 1,000 yards in each of his first 
two NFL seasons (1,313 in 2016 & 1,122 in 2017) and also became the fastest player in Bears history to rush for 2,000 
yards (24 games), besting Walter Payton’s previous mark of 26. Defensive lineman Akiem Hicks, a key 2016 free agent 
acquisition, earned a four-year contract extension in September 2017. 

In Pace’s first two seasons as Bears GM, five Bears were selected to the PFWA’s All-Rookie team (Adrian Amos, 
Leonard Floyd, Goldman, Whitehair and Howard), tied for the most in the NFL in that time. 

In his first season overseeing Chicago’s roster, Pace was tasked with turning over a roster that ranked as one of the 
oldest in the NFL (average 27 years, 39 days old). He trimmed that average to just over 25-years old in two seasons. The 
Bears fielded a competitive team, improving by one game over their previous year’s record, despite the youth movement. 
The 2015 Bears were involved in 11 games decided by one score (5-6 record in those games) despite leading the NFL with 
nine rookie starters (three on offense, six on defense). The Bears defense improved from 30th in 2014 (377.1 yards per 
game) to 14th in 2015 (345.1 ypg) despite starting a league-most six rookie starters who combined for 41 starts, second 
most to the Saints 44 defensive rookie starts. 

Pace joined the Bears after spending 14 seasons (2001-14) as a member of the Saints organization, including 13 in the 
player personnel department. He spent his final two seasons (2013-14) with the Saints as director of player personnel. In 
that role, Pace helped manage the team’s college and pro scouting operations including all facets of scouting and evalu- 
ation of college and pro prospects along with New Orleans’ roster. 

Pace spent six seasons as the club’s director of pro scouting (2007-12), which included overseeing the club’s pro 
scouting staff. His duties involved recommending player acquisitions by evaluating the Saints roster and potential free 
agents, monitoring all transactions, researching possible trade opportunities, assessing player talent from other profes- 
sional leagues and directing the advance scouting of future opponents. He also helped the Saints prepare for the draft 
following the regular season by assisting in the evaluation of top college prospects. 

The Flower Mound, Texas native got his start in New Orleans’ player personnel department as a scouting assistant 
in 2002, a role he held for two years before working as a pro scout from 2004-06. During that time he evaluated free 
agents and collegiate players entering the NFL Draft as well as scouted upcoming opponents. He joined the Saints in 
2001 supporting the coordination of all game day, training camp and stadium operations. 

Over Pace’s 13 seasons in the New Orleans personnel department (2002-14), the Saints compiled a 115-93 (.553) 
record. Since 2006, the Saints reached the playoffs five times, won three division titles, played in two NFC Championship 
games (2006 and 2009) and won the franchise’s first Super Bowl title (Super Bowl XLIV). The Saints pro scouting depart- 
ment helped build a Super Bowl championship club by using all avenues at their disposal: signing free agents QB Drew 
Brees, FB Heath Evans, LB Scott Fujita, CB Randall Gay, C Jonathan Goodwin, CB Jabari Greer, WR Lance Moore and DE 
Anthony Hargrove and trading for TE Jeremy Shockey, LB Jonathan Vilma, LB Scott Shanle and TE David Thomas. Pace 
has also worked to acquire players such as NT Brodrick Bunkley, G Ben Grubbs, LBs Curtis Lofton, RB Darren Sproles. 
Over his last two seasons with the Saints their draft classes included regular starters LT Terron Armstead, WR Brandin 
Cooks, S Kenny Vaccaro and WR Kenny Stills. 

In 2008, he was selected by the club to attend the NFL’s Stanford Business School's Executive Education Program 
for Managers. He was a part of the franchise in 2005 while the club dealt with immense adversity having to guide itself 
through several moves in base operations in the wake of Hurricane Katrina. 

Pace played collegiately as a defensive end at Eastern Illinois (1995-99), serving as team captain as a senior, graduat- 
ing with a bachelor’s degree in marketing. 

Pace and his wife, Stephanie, have a daughter, Cardyn.

Matt Nagy is in his third season with the Chicago Bears in 2020 after being named the 16th head coach in franchise history 
on January 8th, 2018. 

Nagy, the 2018 Associated Press and PFWA Coach of the Year, has recorded 20 wins (20-12) in his first two seasons as 
the head coach in Chicago, surpassing George “Papa Bear” Halas (19, 1920-21) for the most wins by a Bears head coach in 
his first two seasons. Nagy also has enjoyed success within the division, going 9-3 against the NFC North, including 4-0 
marks against the Vikings and Lions. The four wins in a row over the Vikings are the most since winning six in a row from 
2009-12 while the four wins in a row over the Lions are the most since winning six in a row from 2008-10. 

The Bears finished the 2019 season 8-8 in a year that saw WR Allen Robinson II become the first 1,000-yard receiver for 
the Bears since 2014. He finished the season with a career-high 98 receptions for 1,147 yards, becoming one of only three 
Bears in franchise history to haul in 95+ receptions and record over 1,100 yards in a season. He also led the team with seven 
TD receptions, the second most in his career. 

QB Mitchell Trubisky finished the season with 3,138 passing yards, marking back-to-back 3,000-yard seasons, a feat 
accomplished just twice before in franchise history. 

The Bears also were a force on the defensive side of the ball once again under Nagy and first-year defensive coordinator 
Chuck Pagano, allowing 18.6 points per game, the fewest in the NFC and No. 4 overall in the NFL. 

Four players were named to the Pro Bowl following the season in LB Khalil Mack, DB Eddie Jackson, special teamer 
Cordarrelle Patterson and DB Kyle Fuller, bringing the total to 12 selections in his first two years as head coach. 

Nagy orchestrated a remarkable turnaround for the Bears in his first year in 2018, taking a 5-11 team in 2017 and trans- 
forming them into NFC North champions, capturing AP and PFWA Coach of the Year honors for his efforts. The Bears, who 
won nine of their last 10 that season, finished the regular season 12-4, the most wins since the 2006 NFC Championship 
season (13-3), and the most by a Bears head coach in their inaugural season in franchise history. In doing so, Chicago 
secured the NFC’s No. 3 seed and hosted a playoff game for the first time since the 2010 NFC Championship game. 

The Bears finished 5-1 vs. the NFC North in 2018, their best mark in division play since 2010, sweeping both the Lions 
and the Vikings, and finished the regular season 7-1 at home, their best home record since 2005.The Bears averaged 26.3 
points per game, fourth-best in the NFC. They scored 24 or more points 11 times, the most since 1995 and were the only 
team to hold a second-half lead in every regular-season game in 2018. 

On the defensive side of the ball, the Bears ranked No. 1in the NFL in takeaways (36), interceptions (27), INT returns for 
touchdowns (5), three-and-out percentage (.268), fewest first downs allowed (278/17.3 pg), fewest rushing yards allowed 
(80.0 pg) and fewest points allowed (17.7 ppg). 

Eight players (LB Khalil Mack, DB Eddie Jackson, DB Kyle Fuller, DT Akiem Hicks, RS Tarik Cohen, QB Mitchell Trubisky 
and OL Cody Whitehair and Charles Leno Jr.) were named to the 2019 Pro Bowl following the season while four (Mack, 
Jackson, Fuller, Cohen) earned All-Pro honors. 

In 2017, Nagy completed his fifth and final season in Kansas City and his first as offensive coordinator. He was promoted 
to OC following the 2016 season after serving as co-offensive coordinator with Brad Childress. Prior to that, Nagy spent 
three seasons as the Chiefs QBs coach. 

In his first season as offensive coordinator in 2017, Nagy guided a Chiefs offense that ranked No. 5 in the NFL in total 
offense with 375.4 yards per game en route to a 10-6 record and an AFC West Division title. The Chiefs also finished sixth 
in the NFL in points per game (25.9), seventh in passing (256.5), ninth in rushing (118.9) and led the NFL with the fewest 
giveaways (8). The Chiefs also were one of the most explosive offenses in 2017, tying for fifth in the NFL with 69 plays from 
scrimmage of 20+ yards. 

Quarterback Alex Smith finished the 2017 regular season fourth in the AFC in passing with 4,042 yards to go along with 
26 touchdowns - both career highs - and only five interceptions. Also under Nagy’s tutelage, rookie running back Kareem 
Hunt led the NFL in rushing with 1,327 yards and eight touchdowns and tied for first in the NFL with 12 rushes of 20 or more 
yards, earning Pro Bowl honors in the process. Travis Kelce also earned Pro Bowl honors, leading all NFL tight ends with 83 
receptions and finishing second among tight ends with 1,038 yards and eight touchdowns. Nine of his 83 grabs went for 
at least 25 yards, second most in the league behind only New England’s Rob Gronkowski (11). Additionally, wide receiver 
Tyreek Hill ranked seventh in the NFL with 1,183 yards to go along with seven touchdowns and tied for third with 15 recep- 
tions of 25 or more yards - trailing only Pittsburgh’s Antonio Brown (16) and Houston’s DeAndre Hopkins (17). 

In his five seasons with the Chiefs, Nagy worked closely with Smith, who owned a 65.1 completion percentage in the five 
seasons working with Nagy, ranking first among all Chiefs QBs with at least 700 passing attempts. 

In 2016, Nagy helped the Chiefs to a 12-4 regular-season record, the club’s first AFC West title since 2010, the No. 2 over- 
all seed in the AFC and a first-round bye. Overall, Nagy helped the Chiefs to the postseason four times in his five seasons 
with the club. 
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In his first year with the Chiefs, Nagy worked with Smith in a season that brought him five 100.0-plus quarterback rat- 
ings, one of which was a perfect rating of 158.3 at Oakland. Focusing on ball protection, he coached Smith to an AFC-low 
seven interceptions with a minimum of 300 attempts and a 1.4 interception percentage, also the lowest in the AFC. Smith 
also earned his first Pro Bowl selection following his first season with the Chiefs in 2013. 

Before joining the Chiefs coaching staff, Nagy spent three years on the offensive staff of the Philadelphia Eagles, serving 
two seasons as the franchise’s offensive quality control coach (2011-12). He was promoted to that role after he served as a 
coaching assistant during the 2010 campaign. His initial experience with the Eagles came in 2008 and 2009 when he served 
as a Coaching intern during Eagles training camp. 

A former quarterback for the Arena Football League, Nagy played six seasons for the New York Dragons (2002), Carolina 
Cobras (2004), Georgia Force (2005-06) and Columbus Destroyers (2007-08). During his career, Nagy completed 65.5 per- 
cent of his passes for 18,866 yards, 374 touchdowns and a quarterback rating of 115.1. 

Nagy played collegiately at Delaware, setting more than 20 career passing records at the time, including career marks for 
passing yards (8,214) and touchdowns (58). He ranks second for most career attempts (895) and most career completions 
(502) behind former Delaware star Joe Flacco. Nagy earned All-America honors as a senior for the Blue Hens after setting 
single-season records in attempts (379), yards (3,436) and touchdowns (29). 

After graduating from Delaware with a degree in health and physical education, Nagy gained coaching experience at sev- 
eral local high schools, as he served as an assistant coach at Manheim Central (2001), the quarterbacks coach at Cedar Crest 
(2002-03) and the offensive coordinator at Palmyra Area High School (2008-039). 

He and his wife, Stacey, have four sons: Brayden, Tate, Jaxon and Jett.

Chuck Pagano enters his second season as the Bears defensive coordinator in 2020 after originally being hired by the 
club on January 11, 2019. 

Most recently in 2019, he guided a defense that allowed just 18.6 points per game, which led the NFC and ranked 
fourth among all NFL defensive units. Opposing offenses averaged just 324.1 net yards per game, which was good for 
second-best in the NFC and eighth overall. Following the completion of the 2019 regular season, three Bears -- linebacker 
Khalil Mack (8.5 sacks, 5 FF), cornerback Kyle Fuller (82 tackles, 3 INTs) and safety Eddie Jackson (60 tackles, 2 INTs) -- 
were each invited to 2020 NFL Pro Bowl. 

Prior to his arrival in Chicago, Pagano spent six seasons as the head coach of the Indianapolis Colts from 2012-17 while 
serving as a consultant for the NFL in 2018. He previously served as defensive coordinator in the NFL once before, hold- 
ing the top defensive coaching position with the Baltimore Ravens in 2011. 

In his six seasons as the head coach in Indianapolis, Pagano led the Colts to a 53-43 regular-season record, including 
a 3-3 mark in the playoffs. He led the Colts to two AFC South Championships (2013, 2014), three consecutive playoff 
appearances (2012-14) and an appearance in the 2014 AFC Championship Game. 

A native of Boulder, Colo., Pagano became only the second head coach in NFL history to earn at least 11 wins in each 
of his first three seasons with a team and became the third head coach in Colts history to reach the playoffs in each 
of his first three years. From 2013-14, his Colts recorded perfect 6-0 records against AFC South opponents en route to 
back-to-back division titles. The Colts also recorded 16 consecutive wins against the AFC South, setting an NFL record for 
consecutive wins within the division. From 2012-16, the Colts went 23-7 overall against the AFC South, which tied for the 
best record against a division during that span. The Colts’ dominance also included 33 straight games without consecu- 
tive losses from Sept. 9, 2012 to Sept. 7, 2014. 

The Colts’ best season under Pagano came in 2014, when he guided the team to 11 wins, which included an appear- 
ance in the AFC Championship Game, the team’s first since 2009. Indianapolis manufactured one of the best offensive 
seasons in franchise history that year, recording its highest single-season totals for net yards (6,506; third in the NFL) 
and net passing yards (4,894; first in the NFL). The Colts scored 458 points, which was the second-highest yearly total 
in team history while the team’s 28.6 points per game average ranked sixth in the league. Quarterback Andrew Luck set 
a single-season franchise record with 4,791 passing yards while setting career highs in completions (380), passing touch- 
downs (40; first in the NFL) and passer rating (96.5). Defensively, the Colts ranked seventh in the AFC against the pass 
(229.3 ypg.). Mike Adams tied for the NFL lead in takeaways (7), while Vontae Davis tied for third in the league in passes 
defensed (18) as the two earned their first career Pro Bowl selections. 

Pagano's first season in 2012 proved to be one of the most challenging, yet inspirational stories in NFL history when 
he was forced to take a leave of absence just three games into the season after being diagnosed with a curable form of 
leukemia. Serving as the team’s interim head coach, offensive coordinator Bruce Arians and the Colts defied the odds 
and rallied to a 9-3 record after starting 1-2. During that time frame, Indianapolis secured a playoff berth and accom- 
plished one of their primary goals - extending the season for the return of their head coach. As the regular season came 
to an end, the culmination of Arians’ stretch as interim head coach concluded with the team’s playoff-clinching victory 
at Kansas City (Week 16). The stage was then set for Pagano to return after missing 12 weeks of action as the Colts won 
their final game under Pagano in Week 17 to finish 11-5. 

Pagano’s battle with leukemia led him to form the CHUCKSTRONG Foundation, which has raised more than $7 million 
for continued cancer research. 

Prior to his arrival in Indianapolis, Pagano spent four seasons with the Ravens, serving as the secondary coach form 
2008-10 and defensive coordinator in 2011. During his four seasons in Baltimore, Pagano’s defenses allowed the second- 
fewest points per game (16.3) and the second-fewest net yards (292.3) in the NFL. The Ravens also ranked third in the 
NFL in scoring defense during that span. 

In 2011 as coordinator, Pagano’s defensive unit finished third in the NFL in total defense (288.9 ypg.), second against 
the run (92.6 ypg.) and fourth against the pass (196.3 ypg.) on their way to an appearance in the AFC Championship 
Game. The Ravens also led the league in forced fumbles (21) and had the third-most sacks in the NFL (48.0), including a 
franchise record-tying 9.0 sacks in Week 12 against San Francisco. 

As the team’s secondary coach, Pagano led a defensive backfield that had to adjust to a number of injuries, including 
a significant loss of seven-time Pro Bowl safety Ed Reed, who started the 2010 campaign on the PUP list. Even after 
missing the first six games, Reed still led the league with eight interceptions in only 10 games in 2010. 

In Pagano's first season with the Ravens (2008), the team led the NFL with 26 interceptions, including Reed’s 
NFL-high nine picks. Reed, the league’s only unanimous (50 votes) All-Pro in 2008, was also coached by Pagano at the

University of Miami (Fla.). Pagano’s secondary ranked second against the pass (179.7 ypg.) as the defense ranked No. 2 
overall in the league, a drastic improvement from a No. 20 overall finish in 2007. 

Pagano posted a one-year stint as the defensive coordinator at the University of North Carolina in 2007, where he 
rejoined head coach Butch Davis from previous stops with the Cleveland Browns and Miami Hurricanes. Prior to UNC, he 
spent two seasons (2005-06) as the defensive backs coach for the Oakland Raiders. In 2006, the Raiders led the NFL in 
pass defense, allowing just 150.8 yards per game, and ranked third in total defense at 284.8 yards per contest. 

From 2001-04, Pagano coached the Cleveland secondary under then-head coach Butch Davis. In 2003, the defensive 
backs helped the Browns tie the franchise record for the fewest passing touchdowns allowed in a season with 13. Under 
Pagano’s guidance in 2001, Cleveland’s secondary accounted for 28 of the team’s NFL-leading and team-record 33 inter- 
ceptions. That season, rookie cornerback Anthony Henry led the NFL with 10 picks. 

Pagano returned to the University of Miami (Fla.) from 1995-2000 for his second stint at the school, coaching the 
Hurricanes secondary as well as serving as special teams coordinator. He coached four NFL first-round defensive backs: 
Duane Starks (Ravens, 10th-1998), Phillip Buchanon (Raiders, 17th-2002), Ed Reed (Ravens, 24th-2002) and Mike 
Rumph (49ers, 27th-2002). During Pagano’s second tenure in Miami, the Hurricanes blocked 39 kicks in 59 games and 
set a school record in 1996 with 12 blocked kicks. 

Pagano started his coaching career as a graduate assistant at USC (1984-85) before taking the same role at Miami 
(Fla.) in 1986. In 1987, he started a two-year stint at Boise State University where he coached outside linebackers. 
Pagano then spent one season (1989) at East Carolina University coaching the secondary before moving to UNLV where 
he led the secondary (1990) and eventually was named defensive coordinator in 1991. In 1992, Pagano returned to East 
Carolina, coaching the secondary and outside linebackers for three seasons (1992-94). 

Pagano was a four-year letterman and two-year starter at strong safety at the University of Wyoming, earning a 
degree in marketing in 1984. His younger brother, John, currently serves as outside linebackers coach for the Denver 
Broncos. 

Chuck and his wife, Tina, have three daughters, Tara, Taylor and Tori, and three granddaughters, Avery, Addison and 
Zoey.

Bill Lazor possesses 13 years of NFL coaching experience with six different teams, working primarily as an offensive coordi- 
nator and quarterbacks coach. He was hired as Chicago’s offensive coordinator Jan. 16, 2020. 

Lazor most recently served as offensive coordinator with the Cincinnati Bengals from 2017-18 and as the quarterbacks 
coach in 2016. Under his leadership, the Bengals’ offense in 2018 finished third in the NFL in red zone scoring at 71.1% 
while running back Joe Mixon and wide receiver Tyler Boyd each produced over 1,000-yard seasons. The Bengals rushing 
attack averaged 4.69 yards per carry, which was fourth in the AFC, and Mixon’s 1,168 yards led the AFC. In 2017, Lazor took 
over play calling duties after Week 2 and guided wide receiver A.J. Green to post another 1,000-yard season en route to his 
seventh Pro Bowl appearance. In 2016, quarterback Andy Dalton passed for 4,206 yards, the second-most in franchise his- 
tory and his interception total of eight established a team record for fewest interceptions in a season. Dalton finished the 
season with a trip to his third Pro Bowl. 

Prior to Cincinnati Lazor spent two seasons as the offensive coordinator with the Miami Dolphins from 2014-15. In his 
first season in Miami, Lazor assisted with the development of quarterback Ryan Tannehill, who passed for 4,045 yards. 
Tannehill’s 27 passing touchdowns were the most by a Dolphins QB since Dan Marino had 30 in 1994. His rushing attack 
averaged 4.7 yards per attempt, ranking second in the NFL, led by Lamar Miller's 1,000-yard campaign. The Dolphins aver- 
aged 24.3 points per game and 350.1 yards per game, which was the franchise’s most in both categories since 1995. In 2015, 
Lazor contributed to the breakout season of second-year wide receiver Jarvis Landry, who finished fourth in the NFL with 
110 receptions. 

In 2013, Lazor spent one season as the quarterbacks coach for the Philadelphia Eagles. In his lone season working under 
Chip Kelly, Lazor developed quarterback Nick Foles, who emerged to win the NFL passing title (119.2 rating). Foles passed 
for 27 touchdowns and two interceptions and led the NFL in yards per pass attempt (9.1) and touchdown percentage (8.5). 

Prior to his season with the Eagles, Lazor had a three-year stretch serving as offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach at the University of Virginia from 2010-12. Under his direction, the Cavaliers offense had a historic turnaround, finish- 
ing third in the ACC in total offense in 2010 after ranking last in 2009. The offense continued to improve the following year 
in 2011, averaging 399.8 yards per game while leading Virginia to their first bowl appearance in four years. 

Lazor’s first opportunity in the NFL came under legendary coach Dan Reeves for one season with the Atlanta Falcons in 
2003 as an offensive quality control coach. He then became an offensive assistant (2004-05) under Hall of Fame coach Joe 
Gibbs and was later promoted to quarterbacks coach (2006-07) with the Washington Redskins. The Seattle Seahawks then 
hired Lazor as their quarterbacks coach from 2008-09 where he worked under Super Bowl winning coach Mike Holmgren. 

Lazor is from Scranton, Pa., and was a three-year starting quarterback at Cornell University. He was an All-lvy League 
selection and a team captain and was named the team’s Most Valuable Player as a senior in 1993. He completed his playing 
career with 26 program records in passing and total offense. 

Following his playing career, Lazor spent seven seasons as an assistant coach at Cornell from 1994-2000. He then left 
Cornell to become the offensive coordinator at the University at Buffalo from 2001-02. 

Bill and his wife Nicole have a son, Nolan, and two daughters, Marin and Charlotte.

Chris Tabor is in his third season as the Bears special teams coordinator in 2020, after joining the club on January 12, 2018. It 
is his second stint with the club, initially holding the title of assistant special teams coach from 2008-2010. Prior to joining 
the club in 2018, he had spent the previous seven seasons with the Browns as their special teams coordinator. 

For the second straight season in 2019, a Bears return specialist was represented in the NFL’s Pro Bowl under Tabor’s 
guidance. Cordarrelle Patterson earned the honor after leading the league in kick return yards (825), finishing second in 
kick return average (29.5) and finishing the season as one of seven specialists to return a kick for a touchdown. Punter Pat 
O’Donnell set a Bears single-season record in net average (40.7) while kicker Eddy Pifieiro finished the season making 23-of- 
28 field goals (82.1%), the third-highest percentage of makes by a Bears first-year kicker. In 2018, Tabor helped mentor 
return specialist Tarik Cohen to Pro Bowl honors after leading the NFL in punt return yardage (411 yards). 

In Cleveland, the Browns were the only team in the NFL to have earned at least one AFC Special Teams Player of the 
Week award each season from 2011-2016. In total, the Browns won seven AFC Special Teams Player of the Week awards. 
He also oversaw kicker Phil Dawson and returner Joshua Cribbs in 2012 when they were both were selected to the Pro Bowl, 
marking just the second time in team history that two specialists made the annual all-star game in the same year. 

During his seven seasons with the Browns, Tabor helped numerous players set NFL and franchise records. Punter Britton 
Colquitt set the Browns net punting average record in consecutive seasons with 40.3 in 2016 and 40.6 in 2017. In 2015, 
kicker Travis Coons set an NFL record with 18 consecutive field goals to start his career, while Andy Lee set a franchise 
record in punt average with 46.71. 

Prior to joining the Browns, Tabor spent three seasons (2008-10) as assistant special teams coach with the Bears. During 
Tabor’s first stint in Chicago the Bears ranked in the top five in no less than nine different special teams categories combined 
over that three-year period. Chicago led the NFL in total return yards (6,570) and kickoff return yards (5,415), posted the 
second-best kickoff return average (25.1), ranked third in punt return defense (7.1) and produced the fifth-best punt return 
average (10.4). The Bears also registered six total kick returns for touchdowns in that time, tied for second most in the NFL. 

Also during Tabor’s tenure in Chicago, the Bears tied for fifth in the league in punts inside the 20-yard line (90) and tied 
for seventh in field goal percentage (86.2). From 2008-10, Chicago was one of only six teams in the NFL to allow one or 
fewer kick return touchdowns as that total tied for second in the league over that three-year span. 

Tabor also helped shape some of the NFL’s top return specialists. In 2008, Danieal Manning led the NFL in kickoff return 
average (29.7). In 2009, Johnny Knox finished second in the league in kickoff return average (29.0) and earned a Pro Bowl 
selection as a kick returner. In 2010, Devin Hester led the NFL in punt return average (17.1) and punt return touchdowns (3) 
en route to earning a Pro Bowl nod as a kick returner. 

In 2010, the Bears ranked first in the league in punt return average (17.1), second in kickoff return average (25.4), second 
in average drive start after kickoffs (31.5) and ninth in punt return defense (7.8). The Bears’ special teams unit also ranked 
fourth in the NFL, based on a composite formula devised by Rick Gosselin of the Dallas Morning News. 

Prior to Chicago, Tabor spent two seasons at Western Michigan University (2006-07) as the running backs and special 
teams coach. He also spent four seasons at Utah State University, where he was the running backs and special teams coach 
in 2005 after being the Aggies’ assistant head coach in charge of wide receivers from 2002-04. 

Tabor coached at Central Methodist College (1995- 96) in Fayette, Mo., before spending four seasons at the University of 
Missouri. He spent his first three years with the Tigers as an offensive graduate assistant (1997-99) before moving into the 
role of running backs and special teams coach in 2000. 

He was also the head coach at Culver-Stockton College in Canton, Mo., in 2001. From 1993-1994, Tabor built experience 
at the community college and high school levels, coaching at Hutchinson (Kansas) Community College (1994) and Benton 
High School (1993) in St. Joseph, Mo. 

Tabor graduated from Benedictine College in Atchison, Kansas, where he played four seasons at quarterback. He earned 
a master’s degree in education from Columbia (Mo.) College. 

He and his wife, Nikki, have two daughters, Paityn and Lainey.

Clancy Barone brings 15 seasons of NFL coaching experience from four different teams to Chicago. Chicago is the fifth 
NFL stop for Barone during his 32-year coaching career, having previously coached either tight ends or offensive line with 
the Falcons (2004-06), Chargers (2007-08), Broncos (2009-16) and Vikings (2017-18). 

During his coaching career, Barone has had the unique feat of coaching a Pro Bowl tight end at each of his four NFL 
coaching stops while several offensive linemen have been named Pro Bowlers under his tutelage. 

Barone most recently served as the tight ends (2017) and co-offensive line coach (2018) with the Vikings. His tight 
ends were a valuable part of the club’s 13-3 season in 2017 and advancing to the NFC Championship game. 

Prior to his time in Minnesota, Barone spent eight seasons in Denver coaching tight ends (2009, 2011-14) and offen- 
sive line (2010, 2015-16). The Broncos won Super Bowl 50 and played in Super Bowl XLVIII against Seattle during his 
tenure. 

In 2004, Barone got the call for his first NFL coaching gig as the assistant offensive line coach in Atlanta. The Falcons 
led the NFL and set franchise records in both yards per rush (5.1) and rushing yards per game (167.0) on their way to an 
NFC Championship Game berth against Philadelphia. The Falcons went 11-5 in the regular season to capture the NFC 
South title under first-year head coach Jim Mora. 

The 2005 season marked Barone’s first as a tight ends coach at any level when he took on that role for the Falcons. 

His coaching career began in the college ranks, serving 17 years as an OL coach at various institutions. Barone spent 
the final seven years of his collegiate coaching career serving as offensive coordinator from 1997-2003 at the University 
of Wyoming (1997-99), University of Houston (2000- 02) and Texas State University (2003). He also served as the OL 
coach at both Wyoming and Houston and was the assistant head coach for his season at Texas State. 

Under Barone’s tutelage, the Texas State offense averaged 443.4 yards per game, seventh best in the nation, whiles 
setting numerous school offensive records. While at Houston, Barone was named the Division-IA OL Coach of the 
Year by the National Offensive Line Coaches Association in 2002. During his three-year run at Wyoming (1997-99) the 
Cowboys allowed a total of just 35 sacks. 

Barone’s coaching career began at American River College (1987-90), a California community college located in the 
small unincorporated community of Foothill Farms, as their OL coach. Barone would move on to Sacramento State 
University (1991- 92), Texas AGM University (1993) and Eastern Illinois University (1994-96) where he also instructed the 
offensive lines. 

A native of San Andreas, California, Barone attended Red Bluff High School in Red Bluff, Calif., where he is a member 
of the school’s Hall of Fame. After success as a four-sport star in high school, Barone attended and played offensive line 
at University of Nevada and Sacramento State University, where he also holds a place in the Hornets Hall of Fame. 

He and his wife, Rosie, have 3 children: Gianna, Stefano and Isabella.

Juan Castillo possesses 24 years of NFL coaching experience with three different teams on both sides of the ball, primar- 
ily along the offensive line. 

Castillo most recently served as the offensive line coach and run game coordinator with the Buffalo Bills from 2017-18. 
Under his watch, the Bills’ rushing attack ranked in the top 10 both seasons. Buffalo finished sixth in the NFL and sec- 
ond in the AFC with 126.1 yards per game in 2017 and fifth in the NFL with 124.0 yards per game on the ground in 2018. 

Prior to Buffalo he spent four seasons with the Baltimore Ravens, serving as the run game coordinator in 2013 and 
offensive line coach from 2014-16. In 2015 Castillo guided an offensive line that helped produce a then-franchise-record 
4,271 net passing yards and the second-most total net yards (5,749) in team history. In 2014, Castillo led an offensive 
line that allowed just 19 sacks, the second fewest in team history at the time, ranking behind only Denver (17) that year 
with the fewest in the NFL. From 2014-15 the Ravens allowed the fewest sacks in the NFL (43). He originally joined the 
team as a consultant prior to Super Bowl XLVII in January 2013. 

As Philadelphia's offensive line coach from 1998-2010, the Eagles made nine postseason appearances and rushed for 
an average of 1,854 yards and 12 touchdowns per season. In 2010 the Eagles finished first in the NFC and fifth in the NFL 
with 145.2 yards per game on the ground. During his 13 seasons as the offensive line coach in Philadelphia, five different 
players earned nine Pro Bowl honors. He finished his Eagles tenure as the team’s defensive coordinator in 2011-12. Under 
his tutelage, Philadelphia’s defense led the NFL with 50 sacks in 2011. 

Castillo worked with Nagy for five seasons with the Eagles from 2008-12 while Nagy was just beginning his NFL 
coaching career as an intern, coaching assistant and offensive quality control coach. Castillo also received his NFL coach- 
ing start with the Eagles in 1995 when he served as an offensive assistant for two years before coaching tight ends in 
1997. 

Castillo earned a bachelor’s degree in health/kinesiology in 1986 and a master’s in education administration in 
1990 from Texas A&I (now Texas AGM-Kingsville), where he was a three-year letterman (1978-80) at linebacker for the 
Javelinas. Following college, Castillo spent two seasons (1984-85) with the USFL’s San Antonio Gunslingers as a line- 
backer before moving to the coaching ranks. 

Castillo attended Port Isabel High School in Texas, where he was an all-state linebacker. On July 4, 2009, Port Isabel 
celebrated “Juan Castillo Day,” in which Castillo received a key to the city and in 2015 Castillo was inducted into the Lone 
Star Conference Hall of Honor, which recognizes outstanding individuals who have brought pride and honor to the con- 
ference through their contributions either as an athlete or coach/administrator. 

Juan has four sons: Gregory, who played cornerback at the University of lowa and is currently a scouting coordinator 
with the Kansas City Chiefs, John, who is currently interning in Washington D.C., Andres, who played football at the 
University of Delaware and will be paralegal in the fall, and Antonio, who is currently a junior at Lady Bird Johnson High 
School in San Antonio, Texas and will be a member of the cross country in the fall.

John DeFilippo was hired as quarterbacks coach on Jan. 16, 2020. He brings 22 years of coaching experience, including 15 
in the NEL, to the Bears. 

Prior to his arrival in Chicago, DeFilippo spent the 2019 season as the offensive coordinator in Jacksonville where he 
helped rookie Gardner Minshew throw for 3,271 yards, 21 touchdowns and six interceptions to go along with 344 rushing 
yards in 14 games (12 starts). 

Prior to Jacksonville, DeFilippo spent the 2018 season as the OC for the Vikings where he helped QB Kirk Cousins 
break multiple NFL records, including the most consecutive games with 30-plus completions (four) and the most pass- 
ing completions in the month of September (131), a record previously set by Tom Brady in 2002 (129). Cousins became 
the first player in NFL history to record at least 30 TDs and 4,000 passing yards while completing over 70 percent of his 
passes with 10 or fewer INTs. He also helped WR Adam Thielen set the NFL record for the most receptions through the 
first eight games of a season (74) while Thielen became the first player in NFL history to register 100-plus receiving yards 
in each of the team’s first eight games of a season. 

Prior to arriving in Minnesota, DeFilippo spent two seasons (2016-17) as the quarterbacks coach in Philadelphia, win- 
ning Super Bowl LII in 2018, while guiding QB Carson Wentz to a single-season franchise-record 33 touchdowns and the 
third-best passing rating in club history (101.9). After a season-ending ACL injury to Wentz, DeFilippo turned to Nick 
Foles, who threw for 971 yards and six TDs in three postseason contests. Foles led the Eagles with a 373-yard, three-TD 
effort against New England en route to earning Super Bowl LI] MVP honors. In 2016, DeFilippo helped Wentz set rookie 
franchise records in pass attempts (607), passing yards (3,782) and completion percentage (62.4 percent). 

In 2015 as the offensive coordinator in Cleveland, DeFilippo’s offense amassed 4,000-plus gross passing yards and 
1,500-plus rushing yards in the same season for the first time since 1986, while three different QBs earned starts under 
center. 

Before his time in Cleveland, DeFilippo served as the quarterbacks coach for the Raiders for three seasons (2012-14). 
In 2012, QB Carson Palmer threw for the second-most yards in Raiders history (4,018) in addition to 22 touchdown pass- 
es. He also tutored QB Derek Carr, who led all rookies in completions (348), passing yards (3,270) and passing TDs (21). 

Collegiately, the Youngstown, Ohio, native was a four-year letterman at James Madison, where he helped the Dukes 
to a Colonial Conference Championship as a senior in 1999. 

DeFilippo’s father, Gene, coached at Youngstown State, Vanderbilt and Tennessee, in addition to serving as the asso- 
ciate athletics director at Kentucky and athletic director at Villanova and Boston College. 

DeFilippo married his wife, Kari, in July 2014.

Mark DeLeone enters his second season as the Bears inside linebackers coach in 2020 after originally joining the club on 
January 29, 2019. DeLeone, who coached alongside head coach Matt Nagy in Kansas City from 2013-17, spent the previ- 
ous six season with the Chiefs before coming to Chicago. 

Most recently in 2019, DeLeone’s group helped anchor a defense that allowed just 18.6 points per game, which led the 
NFC and ranked fourth among all NFL teams. Chicago’s defense also limited opposing offenses to 324.1 yards per game, 
a figure that ranked second in the NFC and eighth among all NFL teams. Individually, linebacker Roquan Smith finished 
the season with 100 tackles, his second straight season of tallying 100+ tackles. 

DeLeone spent his first two seasons with the Chiefs as a defensive quality control coach from 2013-14 and helped 
Chiefs linebackers earn Pro Bowl berths in each of his first four seasons. 

DeLeone tutored veteran LB Derrick Johnson as he became the franchise tackles leader with 1,262 tackles (993 solo). 
He also worked with second-year LB Reggie Ragland. In 2015, DeLeone’s third season with the Chiefs, linebackers Tamba 
Hali, Justin Houston and Johnson all earned Pro Bowl berths, marking just the third time in franchise history that three 
Chiefs linebackers were selected to the NFL’s all-star game, with all three occurrences being held by Hali, Houston and 
Johnson. 

In his second season in KC, Houston broke the team’s franchise record for sacks with 22.0 and was named the Derrick 
Thomas award winner as the team’s MVP. 

Prior to joining the Chiefs, DeLeone spent one season with the New York Jets in 2012 as a defensive assistant. Before 
that, DeLeone served as a graduate assistant at Temple University during 2011. He also served as a quality control coach 
at the University of Florida in 2010, working on head coach Urban Meyer's staff. While at Florida, he coached wide receiv- 
ers in the spring and offensive line and tight ends in the fall. The Gators produced seven All-SEC performers that season 
en route to an Outback Bowl victory. 

In 2009, he held the titles of director of football operations and assistant offensive line coach at the University 
of New Hampshire. During that season, the Wildcats went 10-3 en route to the Colonial Athletic Association North 
Championship and a quarterfinal showing in the Football Championship Subdivision playoffs. 

A native of Syracuse, N.Y., DeLeone began his collegiate coaching career at the University of lowa where he was a 
defensive student assistant for head coach Kirk Ferentz from 2007-08. In 2007, he worked with the linebackers and 
switched to the defensive line in 2008. While with the Hawkeyes, lowa won the 2009 Outback Bowl and produced 14 All- 
Big Ten selections and 22 NFL players. He worked with two 2011 first-round NFL Draft picks in OL Mike Pouncey (Florida) 
and Adrian Clayborn (lowa) during his time in the collegiate coaching ranks. 

A 2009 graduate of the University of lowa, DeLeone earned a bachelor’s degree in liberal arts and sciences. He is mar- 
ried to his wife, Molly.

Sean Desai, who has over a decade of experience as a coach at the NFL and collegiate levels, will be in his eighth season 
with the Bears in 2020 after serving in a quality control role from 2013-2018, and as a safeties coach in 2019. 

Most recently in 2019, Desai helped guide Eddie Jackson (60 tackles, 2 INTs) to his second-straight Pro Bowl while 
co-safety Ha Ha Clinton-Dix shined in his first season with the Bears (78 tackles, 2 INTs). Jackson and Clinton-Dix played 
a key role in limiting opposing offenses to 222.1 passing yards per game in 2019, a figure that ranked second in the NFL 
and ninth among all NFL teams. 

As a quality control assistant from 2013-18, Desai worked with the Bears’ defensive backs and linebackers while also 
assisting the special teams coaches. 

Desai joined the Bears after spending the 2012 season as the running backs coach/special teams coordinator at 
Boston College. In 2012, the Eagles led the NCAA in punt returns, averaging 21.7 yards per return. That season, Desai also 
coached Boston College running back Andre Williams who went on to win the Doak Walker Award as the nation’s top 
running back a year later. 

Prior to his time at BC, Desai was the assistant director of football operations at the University of Miami (Fla.) in 2011 
after spending five seasons at Temple (2006-10) as a defensive and special teams coach. In 2010, Desai was Temple’s 
special teams coordinator/outside linebackers coach. At age 27, he was one of the youngest coordinators in the country. 
That season, Temple’s special teams ranked second in the nation in kickoff coverage, allowing just 17.4 yards per return. 
The defense ranked 16th in the nation in both total defense (317.7 ypg) and scoring defense (19.1 ppg). Temple’s defense 
also finished 15th in passing yards per game allowed (178.2 ypg) and their nine passing touchdowns allowed were tied for 
the second fewest in the FBS. 

From 2007-10, Desai served as a graduate assistant for the Owls defense/special teams and academics. During 
his time as a graduate assistant, Temple’s special teams had the nation’s top kickoff return unit in 2008, averag- 
ing 26.6 yards per return while tying for second in the nation with two kickoff return touchdowns. In 2009, the Owls 
compiled their longest winning streak in program history (9), en route to the Mid-American Conference East Division 
Co-Championship and their first bowl game in 30 years. 

Desai earned his doctorate in educational administration, with an emphasis in higher education, at Temple in May 


2008, serving as an adjunct professor at the school in 2009 and 2010, teaching in the master’s and doctoral programs in 
education administration. 


Desai and his wife have two sons.

Mike Furrey enters his third season as Chicago’s wide receivers coach after originally joining the team on January 12, 
2018. Furrey, who played eight seasons in the National Football League, came to the Bears after serving two seasons as 
the head football coach at Limestone College in Gaffney, S.C. 

Most recently in 2019, Furrey’s wideout group was highlighted by veteran wide receiver Allen Robinson II, who finished 
the season with a career-high 98 receptions for 1,147 yards, the second-highest of his career. Robinson became the first 
1,000-yard receiver for Bears since Alshon Jeffery in 2014. Second-year target Anthony Miller also provided an offensive 
spark, making 52 grabs for 656 yards and a pair of touchdowns in the passing game. 

In 2018, Furrey led a revamped wide receiver group that included newcomers Robinson, Taylor Gabriel and rookie 
Anthony Miller. Robinson led the team with 754 receiving yards and 13.7 yards per catch, while Gabriel led all wideouts 
with 67 catches for 688 yards. Miller, meanwhile, led the team and finished second among NFL rookie wide receivers 
with seven touchdowns, finishing with 33 catches for 423 yards. 

Furrey joined the Limestone Saints after spending two seasons as the head football coach at Kentucky Christian 
University, followed by three years on “Doc” Holliday’s staff at Marshall University. Prior to his time in the coaching 
ranks, he played eight seasons in the NFL with the St. Louis Rams, Detroit Lions, Cleveland Browns and Washington 
Redskins. In 2006, Furrey ranked second in the NFL in receptions (98) with the Detroit Lions while recording 1,086 yards 
and six touchdowns, earning him Lions’ co-offensive player of the year honors. 

Furrey took over a Limestone program still in its infancy and guided the Blue and Gold to its best season in the short 
three-year history of the team. The Saints, who had combined for just four wins over the first two years of competition, 
finished with a 5-6 overall record during the 2016 campaign before going 4-6 in 2017. 

During his tenure with the Thundering Herd, Furrey helped guide the program to three straight bowl wins and the 
2014 Conference USA Championship. Marshall led Conference USA in scoring offense while ranking in the top 5 nation- 
ally in total offense during the 2013 and 2014 campaigns. 

Following a successful NFL playing career, Furrey was named the head coach at Kentucky Christian in January 2011. He 
turned the program around as the team went from 0-11 in 2010 to 7-4 and a national Top-25 ranking in 2012. 

Twice nominated for the NFL Walter Payton Man of the Year Award with the Lions, Furrey was a finalist for the pres- 
tigious award during the 2009 season as a member of the Cleveland Browns. Furrey won the 2009 JB Award, an accolade 
given to those who specialize in community service by CBS studio host James Brown, and then was selected as the 2009 
NFL Ed Block Courage Award recipient. 

After signing with the Indianapolis Colts as an undrafted free agent in 2000, Furrey spent one season with the Las 
Vegas Outlaws in the XFL before playing two years with the New York Dragons of the Arena Football League. He would 
then sign with the St. Louis Rams in 2003, playing in 13 games during his rookie year. He helped guide the Rams to the 
NFC Divisional Round as a Safety a year later. 

Furrey was inducted into the UNI Athletics Hall of Fame in September 2017. He was a three-time All-American for the 
Panther football team from 1997-1999. Furrey caught 242 passes (third in MVFC history) for 3,544 yards (fourth in MVFC 
history). He spent his freshman season at The Ohio State University in 1996. 

In 2007, he founded the Mike Furrey Foundation and has since raised more than $500,000 to help improve the lives 
of those who are hurting, hungry, hopeful and/or homeless. He also serves as the board president for Basket of Hope 
with former NFL coach Tony Dungy as the organization’s spokesperson.

Brian Ginn was promoted to assistant special teams coach in 2020, where he will work under coordinator Chris Tabor. 
Ginn completed his second season with the Bears as an offensive quality control coach in 2019. He possesses 20 years of 
coaching experience, including 18 at the collegiate level, all with the University of Delaware (2000-17). 

In 2018, Ginn was part of an offensive staff that helped the Bears average 26.3 points per game, fourth-best in the 
NFC, and scored 24 or more points 11 times in 2018, the most since scoring 24+ points in 11 games in 1995, and were the 
only team to hold a second-half lead in every regular-season game in 2018. 

While with the Blue Hens, Ginn held several coaching positions, overseeing the tight ends (2016), quarterbacks (2014- 
15), wide receivers (2001, 2006-07, 2013), passing game coordinator/wide receivers (2009-12), offensive coordinator/ 
quarterbacks (2008) and running backs (2002-05). He got his coaching start in 2000 as a graduate assistant after playing 
quarterback for the Blue Hens from 1996-99. 

During his 22 seasons affiliated with the Delaware football program as a player and coach, Ginn was a part of 17 win- 
ning seasons that captured five conference titles and six Lambert Cup championships while advancing to the NCAA 
tournament eight times. He helped Delaware capture a national title in 2003 and was part of a coaching staff that made 
it to the title game on two other occasions (2007 and 2010). 

As the quarterbacks coach in 2014 he helped Delaware rank fifth in the Colonial Athletic Association in total offense 
(353.2) and second in the league and 13th in NCAA FCS in team pass completion percentage (.647). In 2010, his work with 
the receiving corps helped the Hens rank second in the CAA in scoring offense (27.9) and total offense (401.8) and third 
in passing offense (217.4). In 2007, Delaware led the CAA and ranked 11th nationally in passing offense (289.5 ypg) while 
wide receiver Aaron Love earned All-American honor after catching 73 passes for 1,009 yards to became Delaware’s all- 
time leader in receptions. 

While running backs coach in 2003, Ginn was instrumental in the development of Germaine Bennett and Antawn 
Jenkins. Bennett set a school single-season record with 1,625 yards while Jenkins surpassed 2,000 yards for his career. In 
2005, Ginn coached third team All-American running back Omar Cuff, who ranked second in the Atlantic 10 with 109.5 
ypg. As a team, the Hens ranked third in the Atlantic 10 with 195.0 rushing ypg. During the 2001 season, Ginn coached 
wide receiver Jamin Elliott to All-Atlantic 10 honors. Elliott would go on to be a sixth-round selection by the Bears in the 
2002 NFL Draft. 

While a quarterback at Delaware, Ginn was teammates with current Bears head coach Matt Nagy. He split time with 
Nagy as a junior in 1998 before suffering a season-ending broken leg in the third game of the season. As a senior captain 
in 1999, Ginn began the season as Nagy’s backup but took over late in the season when Nagy was injured and threw for 
997 yards and six touchdowns. 

He and his wife, Rachele, have twin daughters, Addison and Riley, and son, Brayden.

Chris Jackson is in his second season on Matt Nagy’s staff in 2020 after spending last season as a defensive assistant. 

Jackson re-joined the Bears in 2019 after previously assisting the Bears during training camp in 2018 in conjunction 
with the NFL’s Bill Walsh Diversity Coaching Fellowship. Before joining the Monsters of the Midway, he served as the 
wide receivers coach at Liberty High School in Peoria, Ariz. 

As a player, Jackson appeared in three games over three seasons as a wide receiver with the Tennessee Titans (2000) 
and Green Bay Packers (2002-03). He also spent time with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers (1998), Seattle Seahawks (1999) 
and Miami Dolphins (2003). He also spent several seasons in the Arena Football League where he was a standout wide 
receiver and the AFL Rookie of the Year in 2000 with the L.A. Avengers. He helped the Philadelphia Soul to an Arena 
Bowl XXII championship in 2008, recording 140 receptions for 1,692 yards and 49 touchdowns. Jackson totaled 325 
receiving touchdowns in his AFL career, a mark that is still second all-time in league history. 

Jackson played collegiately at Orange Coast College in 1995 before transferring to Washington State. In both 1996 and 
1997, Jackson was a Starter for the Cougars and was considered a favorite target of quarterback Ryan Leaf. In 1997 he 
recorded 54 catches for 1,005 yards and 11 touchdowns, helping the Cougars to a Pac-10 co-championship and a trip to 
the Rose Bowl. After going undrafted in the 1998 NFL Draft, Jackson signed with the Buccaneers.

Charles London is in his third season as the Bears running backs coach in 2020, after originally joining the club on January 
12, 2018. His return to Chicago comes after serving as an offensive assistant with the Bears from 2007-09. London owns 
a decade of coaching experience and spent four seasons as the Texans running backs coach prior to re-joining the Bears. 

Most recently in 2019, London played a key role in the development of rookie running back David Montgomery, who 
totaled 889 rushing yards with six rushing touchdowns. Montgomery’s yards and touchdown totals (7) were each good 
for second-best among rookie running backs in 2019 (Jacobs, OAK) and tied for the team lead with WR Allen Robinson Il. 

Under London's watch in 2018, Tarik Cohen enjoyed a breakout season, both as a running back and a punt return spe- 
cialist, while Jordan Howard nearly eclipsed the 1,000-yard milestone for a third consecutive season with 935 yards and 
nine rushing touchdowns. Cohen led the team with 71 catches out of the backfield for a team-high 725 yards and five 
scores, while also rushing 99 times for 444 yards and three touchdowns. Cohen recorded a career-high 186 scrimmage 
yards in Week 13 against the Giants. His 156 receiving yards in that game were the most in a single game by a Bears run- 
ning back since at least 1960 while his 12 catches matched a Bears single-game high for a running back. 

The Texans’ ground game was instrumental in the team winning back-to-back AFC South crowns in 2015-16 and post- 
ing three consecutive winning seasons for the first time in franchise history. In London’s first three years with the team, 
the Texans ranked third in the AFC and sixth in the NFL in rushing. In his final season, the Texans finished seventh in 
the AFC with 115.1 rushing yards per game. 

In 2016, the Texans featured the eighth-best rushing attack in the NFL, averaging 116.2 yards per game and rushing 
for 1,859 yards as a team. In Lamar Miller's first season with the Texans, he set career highs in carries (268) and 100-yard 
games (4) and topped 1,000 rushing yards for the second time in his five-year career, becoming just the fourth player in 
Texans’ history to accomplish the feat. 

Prior to coaching in Houston, London spent two seasons (2012-13) at Penn State as the running backs coach and 
recruiting coordinator. During his time there, London was key in the progression of RB Zach Zwinak, who rushed for 
1,989 yards from 2012-13, good for the third-most rushing yards by a running back in the Big Ten in that time. 

In 2011, London served as offensive assistant and quality control coach for the Tennessee Titans and spent the 2010 
season as a pro Scout for the Philadelphia Eagles. Prior to that, he worked three years as an offensive assistant with the 
Chicago Bears (2007-09) - his first year as a quality control coach on offense and his final two years as offensive assis- 
tant/assistant wide receivers coach. 

London also has three years of coaching experience at his alma mater, Duke (2004-06). He started as a graduate 
assistant in his first two years and was elevated to running backs coach in his final season.

Ted Monachino enters his second season with the Bears after originally joining the club on Jan. 21, 2019. Monachino, who 
has experience at both the college and NFL levels - including a Super Bowl XLVII championship with the Baltimore Ravens 
- comes to Chicago after serving as a Senior defensive analyst at his alma mater, the University of Missouri, during the 
2018 season. He was hired as Kansas State University’s defensive coordinator and linebackers coach in December 2018 
before accepting a position with the Bears. 

Monachino’s professional experience included 12 years in the NFL prior to joining the Bears as he has tutored some of 
the most prolific defenders in NFL history, headlined by Robert Mathis (Colts), Terrell Suggs (Ravens) and Khalil Mack. 

Most recently in 2019, Monachino helped guide the outside linebackers through a new defensive scheme as Mack (8.5 
sacks, 5 FF) gathered Pro Bowl honors for the fifth consecutive season. 

Monachino reunited with Bears defensive coordinator Chuck Pagano in 2019 after the duo coaced together in two previ- 
ous stops with the Indianapolis Colts (2016-17) and Baltimore Ravens (2010-11). Monachino served as Pagano’s defensive 
coordinator in Indianapolis. Prior to that, he spent six seasons with the Ravens serving as the linebackers (2012-15) and 
outside linebackers (2010-11) coach. Under his tutelage, he helped at least one Raven from his positional group to the Pro 
Bowl in four of his six seasons. 

Over his final two seasons in Baltimore, Monachino helped develop Ravens linebacker C.J. Mosley into one of the most 
productive young players at the position. In 2014, Mosley became the first rookie in Ravens history to be named to the Pro 
Bowl. Monachino also coached Pro Bowler Elvis Dumervil to a franchise-record 17.0 sacks in 2014 as he and Suggs (12.0) 
combined for the most sacks of any duo in the NFL (29.0) that season. In 2013, Suggs (10.0) and Dumervil (9.5) totaled 
19.5 sacks on the season and Suggs was Selected to his sixth Pro Bowl. 

In Monachino’s first season as linebackers coach in 2012, Baltimore ranked second in red zone defense and allowed the 
second-fewest passing touchdowns (15) en route to the Super Bowl XLVII victory. 

In 2011 Suggs was named The Associated Press NFL Defensive Player of the Year, First Team All-Pro and a Pro Bowler 
after leading the AFC with a career-high 14.0 sacks and an NFL-best seven forced fumbles. The defensive unit allowed the 
league’s third-fewest points (16.6 ppg) for the fourth-straight year (tying an NFL record for finishing in the top three) and 
finished with the league’s second-fewest rushing yards allowed (92.6 ypg). 

In his first season in Baltimore in 2010, the Ravens allowed the NFL’s third-fewest points (16.9 ppg) for the third- 
straight year as Suggs led the team with 11.0 sacks and was selected to the Pro Bowl. 

Prior to Baltimore, Monachino coached the defensive line for the Jacksonville Jaguars for four seasons (2006-09). 

Monachino coached for five seasons (2001-05) at Arizona State, serving as the defensive line coach for the Sun Devils. 
He was pivotal in the development of Suggs, who was drafted by the Ravens in the first round of the 2003 NFL Draft. 
Suggs set the NCAA single-season record for sacks (24.0) and tackles for loss (31.5) in 2002 en route to winning the 
Bronko Nagurski and Lombardi Awards and the Morris Trophy for the Pac-10’s top lineman. 

Monachino also had coaching stints at Boise State (2000), Missouri State (1999), James Madison (1998) and Texas 
Christian (1996-97). He began his coaching career in Missouri at the high school level at Hannibal High School (1994-95) 
and Pacific High School (1991-93). 

Monachino earned a degree in health and physical education from Missouri in 1990. He was a three-year letterman for 
the Tigers and received Academic All-Big 8 honors twice before serving as a graduate assistant at TCU from 1996-97. 

Monachino and his wife, Amy, have two sons. Sam and Michael, and a daughter, Mikalee, who is married to Preston

Dave Ragone is in his fifth season on the Bears staff and his first as pass game coordinator in 2020 after spending the 
previous four as quarterbacks coach. He has eight years NFL coaching experience, including spending the 2013 season as 
the Tennessee Titans quarterbacks coach. He joined the Bears from Washington where he spent the 2015 season as an 
offensive quality control coach. 

Over the past two years Ragone has helped QB Mitchell Trubisky post a 19-10 record as a Starter while throwing for 
6,361 yards and 41 touchdowns. Last season Trubisky finished the season with 3,138 passing yards in just over 14 games, 
marking back-to-back 3,000-yard passing seasons, a feat accomplished just twice before in franchise history. 

In his second season working with Ragone, Trubisky earned 2019 Pro Bowl honors after throwing for 3,233 yards with 
24 touchdowns in 14 games. That year Trubisky became just the sixth quarterback in team history to throw for 3,000 
yards in a season. His four games with a passer rating of at least 120.0 were the most in Bears single-season history 
and his four games with at least 300 yards passing tied for the most in club single-season annals. Trubisky was named 
Week 10 NFC Player of the Week after throwing for a career-high 355 yards and three touchdowns against the Lions 
while rushing for another score. In a Week 4 win over Tampa Bay, Trubisky completed 19 of 26 passes for 354 yards and 
a career-best six touchdown passes - one shy of the NFL and franchise record - for a 154.6 passer rating. His efforts 
earned him NFL FedEx Air Player of the Week honors. 

In 2017, Trubisky set Bears rookie records with 2,193 passing yards and 196 completions. Through his final five games, 
Trubisky completed more than 67 percent of his passes, fifth best in the NFL during that span. 

In 2016, the Bears offense set franchise marks for gross passing yards (4,139; third), net passing yards (3,969; third) 
and passing first downs (211; second) despite starting three different QBs (Matt Barkley, 6; Jay Cutler, 5; Brian Hoyer, 5). 

Prior to joining the Bears, Ragone worked on an offensive coaching staff that helped Redskins quarterback Kirk 
Cousins to the fifth-highest passer rating in the NFL (101.6), including a 29:11 touchdown to interception ratio and an 
NFL-best 69.8 completion percentage in 2005. 

Before joining Washington, Ragone worked as an assistant coach in Tennessee, overseeing the quarterbacks in 2013 
after coaching the wide receivers from 2011-12. In 2013, Ragone worked with QB Jake Locker who had a 99.0 passer rating 
before injuries derailed his season. Locker finished with an 86.7 passer rating in seven starts (4-3 record). 

As a wide receivers coach, Ragone helped Nate Washington to a career-high 1,023 receiving yards in 2011, the Titans 
first 1,000-yard receiver since 2004. Washington added career-highs in receptions (74) and receiving touchdowns (seven) 
that season. A year later, under Ragone’s coaching, Kendall Wright tied for the NFL lead among rookies with 64 catches. 

Ragone also worked as a quarterbacks coach for the Hartford Colonials in 2010, helping Josh McCown lead the UFL in 
passer rating and touchdown passes. 

As an NFL player, Ragone spent three seasons as quarterback with the Houston Texans (2003-05). He also spent time 
with the Berlin Thunder in 2005 being named NFL Europe Offensive MVP honors while leading the league in passer rat- 
ing (97.5) and setting an NFLE record by throwing 174 consecutive passes without an interception. 

A three-time Conference USA Offensive Player of the Year at Louisville, Ragone led the Cardinals to three consecutive 
bowl games. The Middleburg Heights, Ohio, native was an All-State selection at St. Ignatius H.S. in Cleveland. In 2009, 
he was inducted into the St. Ignatius Athletics Hall of Fame. 

He and his wife, Marju, have three children, Isabella, Anderson and Cristiano.

Donovan Raiola enters his third season with the Bears in 2020 after originally joining the club as an assistant offensive 
line coach on February 27, 2018. Raiola, a three-time all-Big Ten honorable mention center at Wisconsin from 2003-05, 
also possesses four years of coaching experience at the collegiate level. 

Most recently in 2019, Raiola helped guide an offensive line that produced 1,458 rushing yards on 395 attempts (3.7 
avg.) with eight touchdowns. Rookie running back David Montgomery benefitted from a pair of 100-yard rushing oppor- 
tunities while nearly eclipsing 900 rushing yards in year one. 

Under Railoa’s guidance in 2018, the Bears offensive line allowed just 33 sacks, tied for the third fewest in the NFC 
(Rams), behind the Panthers (32) and Saints (20). As an offensive unit, the Bears averaged 26.3 ppg, fourth-best in the 
NFC, and scored 24 or more points 11 times in 2018, the most since score 24+ points in 11 games in 1995. 

Raiola spent the 2017 season as the offensive line coach at Auora (Ill.). Prior to that, he spent two seasons as an 
offensive graduate assistant at Notre Dame (2015-16). Raiola also spent the 2014 season as an intern with the University 
of Hawaii football program, where he worked with the offensive line. 

Raiola also spent time in the NFL as a player, signing contracts with the St. Louis Rams (2006-08), Pittsburgh 
Steelers (2007), Seattle Seahawks (2008), Arizona Cardinals (2009) Chicago Bears (2009) and Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
(2010). Raiola also played parts of two seasons with the Omaha Nighthawks (2010-11) of the United Football League. 

Raiola started 39 of 43 career games for the Badgers (2002-05), including 38 of his final 39 contests. He was a three- 
time all-Big Ten honorable mention selection and team captain as a senior. Raiola was named to the 2003, 2004 and 
2005 preseason watch lists for the Rimington Trophy, which is given to college football's outstanding center. He was 
also selected to the watch list for the ‘04 Outland Trophy. 

Prior to the 2014 campaign at Hawaii, Raiola spent two years as an assistant coach for his scholastic alma mater, 
Kamehameha Schools-Kapalama (2012-13). He coached offensive line and helped organize clinics for high school offen- 
sive linemen in the state of Hawaii during the offseason. 

Raiola graduated from Wisconsin in 2005 with a bachelor’s degree in agricultural business management. Raiola’s 
brother, Dominic, played 14 years at center for the Detroit Lions.

Jay Rodgers enters his sixth year as the Chicago Bears defensive line coach in 2020 after being hired by the franchise on 
January 25, 2015. Rodgers has 19 years coaching experience, including 11 seasons in the NEL. 

Most recently in 2019, Chicago’s defensive lineman totaled 11.5 sacks, 14 tackles-for-loss and eight passes defensed 
while contributing to a run defense that limited opponents to 102.0 yards per game, which ranked fourth in the NFC and 
ninth among all NFL teams. Individually, Nick Williams was the lone member to start all 16 games. In doing so, he led 
the group in both sacks (6.0) and tackles (42). 

Following the 2018 season, Rodgers was named Defensive Line Coach of the Year at the 2019 NFL Combine. Under 
Rodgers’ tutelage, DT Akiem Hicks earned his first career Pro Bowl nod after tallying 55 tackles, 7.5 sacks, five pass 
breakups, three forced fumbles and 12 TFLs. His 12 TFLs led the Bears while his 7.5 sacks placed second on the team. 
Since joining the Bears in 2016, Hicks is tied for third with Pittsburgh’s Cameron Heyward among NFL defensive tackles 
with 23.0 sacks, trailing only the Rams Aaron Donald (39.5) and the Bengals Geno Atkins (28.0). 

In 2017, Rodgers’ line played a major role in the Bears defense accounting for 42 sacks and 277 sack yards, the highest 
such totals in his three seasons with the club. Akiem Hicks led the defense with a career-best 8.5 sacks and matched 
a career-best 54 tackles last season. Collectively, the Bears limited opponents to 108.1 rushing yards per game, which 
ranked 11th in the league. The Bears’ 10 rushing touchdowns allowed in 2017 ranked tied-ninth in the NFL and tied-third 
by a Bears defense over the past 10 seasons. 

In 2016, the Bears defensive line showed improvement in their second season under Rodgers. Hicks again led the way 
in his first season, setting then career highs in sacks (7.0), pass breakups (2), tackles for a loss (11) and forced fumbles 
(2). Hicks also finished fourth on the team with a career-high 71 tackles. Eddie Goldman also produced 2.5 sacks despite 
being limited to 6 games due to injury. 

Prior to joining the Bears, Rodgers spent the previous six seasons (2009-14) on the Denver Broncos coaching staff 
including overseeing the defensive line over the last three years (2012-14). Over those three seasons (2012-14), the 
Broncos led the NFL in rushing defense (90.8 yards per game), allowing the fewest rushes of 10-or-more yards (99), and 
were fourth in the league with 134 sacks. During that time, Rodgers oversaw two Pro Bowl defensive ends: Elvis Dumervil 
(2012 season) and DeMarcus Ware (2014). The Broncos had a defensive lineman record a double-digit sack season all 
three years under Rodgers’ leadership: Dumervil (11 in 2012), Shaun Phillips (10 in 2013) and Ware (10 in 2014). In 2014, 
the Broncos defense ranked second against the run (79.8 ypg), including permitting the second fewest runs of 10-or- 
more yards in the NFL (29). In his lone season with Denver in 2013 under Rodgers’ tutelage, Shaun Phillips recorded 
the third highest sack total of his then 10-year career with 10 sacks. In his first year as Denver’s defensive line coach, 
Rodgers helped the Broncos tie for the NFL lead with 52 sacks. Denver also finished third in the NFL that season in 
rushing defense (91.1 ypg) and second in rushing average allowed (3.61 ypc). Of Dumervil’s 11 sacks that season, six were 
“strip-sacks” (forced-fumbles), the most in the NFL in 2012. Rodgers joined the Broncos as a coaching assistant in 2009, 
a title he held for two seasons before being named defensive quality control coach in 2011. 

Prior to joining the Broncos, Rodgers worked the collegiate coaching ranks for nine seasons. A former college quarter- 
back at Indiana (1996-98) and Missouri State (1999), Rodgers made his coaching debut as a graduate assistant at LSU 
working on the offensive (2001) and defensive (2002) side of the football. He moved on to become the passing game 
coordinator/quarterbacks and wide receivers coach at Dodge City Community College in Kansas during the 2003 season. 
He coached the quarterbacks at Missouri State (2004) and Stephen F. Austin University (2005-06) before overseeing the 
wide receivers at lowa State (2007-08). In 2000, he worked as a recruiting intern at Ohio State University. 


A native of Austin, Texas, Rodgers attended Austin Westlake High School and received a bachelor’s degree from 
Indiana in 2000.

Bill Shuey enters his third season with the Bears in 2020 and his second as a defensive pass analyst/assistant lineback- 
ers coach. 

Most recently in 2019, Shuey helped guide a pass defense that limited opposing offenses to 222.1 passing yards per 
game, the second-best average among NFC teams and ninth among all NFL teams. Chicago’s linebackers also played a 
role in the Bears run defense which allowed just 102.0 rushing yards per game, which ranked fourth in the NFC and ninth 
overall. 

Shuey’s first role with the Bears came as a defensive quality control assistant in 2018, where he worked with the 
defensive line, inside linebackers and special teams. 

Prior to his arrival in Chicago he spent six seasons at Widener (2014-17) and West Chester (2012-13) Universities and 
10 seasons with the Philadelphia Eagles, including three as the team’s linebackers coach. 

At Widener, Shuey held the title of assistant head coach while also serving as defensive coordinator, co-special teams 
coordinator, secondary coach and recruiting coordinator. In 2017, Widener led the nation with nine defensive touchdowns 
and ranked ninth with 3.5 sacks per game. They also finished in the top 30 nationally in scoring defense while three 
defenders earned All-America honors. In 2016, The Pride ranked fourth nationally in rushing defense (67.9 ypg) as well as 
10th in sacks (3.6 pg) and tied for 14th in tackles for a loss (8.8 pg). 

In 2015, the Widener defense finished the season ranked seventh nationally in total defense, third in sacks and 
tackles for a loss, sixth in passing defense, 19th in rushing defense, and fourth on third down conversions under Shuey’s 
tutelage. The Widener defense also led the Middle Atlantic Conference in most defensive categories and saw defensive 
end Brandon Jones be recognized as the school’s second consecutive MAC Defensive Player of the Year before later being 
selected as a D3football.com All-America Second Team selection. 

The Widener defense aided the program to a No. 10 overall ranking in the national polls and a 12-1 record in 2014. The 
defense ended the season ranked second nationally against the run as well as third in interceptions and tackles for loss. 
Widener’s defense held opponents to 68.0 rushing yards per game and yielded only seven rushing touchdowns all sea- 
son. The Pride also limited opponents to just under 18 points per contest. 

Prior to Widener, Shuey worked for two seasons as the linebackers coach for West Chester. In 2013, the Golden Rams 
amassed a school-best 13-2 record that included three NCAA Tournament victories and a trip to the Division II semi- 
finals. Both starting linebackers were honored by the Pennsylvania State Athletic Conference, and middle linebacker 
Ronell Williams (now a defensive quality control assistant for the Bears) was named ECAC Defensive Player of the Year. 

Before arriving at West Chester, Shuey was a member of the Eagles organization for 10 seasons, which included eight 
on Andy Reid’s coaching staff. He spent four years as a defensive coach and worked directly under defensive coordina- 
tors Jim Johnson and Sean McDermott. The Eagles made the playoffs every year during Shuey’s tenure as linebacker 
coach, reaching the NFC Championship Game during the 2008 campaign and capturing the NFC East title in 2010. In 
2009, he received the honor of coaching the NFC Pro Bowl linebackers. Prior to working on the defensive side of the ball, 
he spent four seasons with the offensive coaching staff with coordinators Brad Childress and Marty Mornhinweg. 

Prior to coaching, Shuey competed for the Lehigh Valley Panthers of the Colonial Football Alliance and the Pittsburgh 
Colts of the Grassroots Football League. He received his bachelor’s degree in sport management from Slippery Rock in 
1995 with a minor in business administration and his master’s in physical education from West Virginia in 1998.

Deshea Townsend is in his second season as the Bears secondary coach in 2020 after originally being hired by the team 
on January 18, 2019. 

Most recently in 2019, Townsend helped guide a pass defense that limited opposing offenses to 222.1 passing yards 
per game, the second-best average among NFC teams and ninth among all NFL teams. The Bears secondary also 
accounted for seven interceptions while safety Eddie Jackson (60 tackles, 2 INTs) and cornerback Kyle Fuller (82 tackles, 
3 INTs) were voted to their second-straight Pro Bowl. 

A 13-year NFL veteran at cornerback, Townsend has seven years of experience coaching defensive backs in the NFL. 
Townsend previously spent the 2018 season as an assistant defensive backs coach for the New York Giants, in addition 
to prior stints with the Tennessee Titans (secondary, 2016-17), Mississippi State University (cornerbacks, 2013-15) and 
the Arizona Cardinals (assistant defensive backs coach, 2011-12). 

In 2018, he tutored Pro Bowl safety Landon Collins, who prior to going on IR after Week 13, led the Giants and was 
second among all NFL defensive backs in total tackles (96). 

In 2017 with Tennessee, Titans safety Kevin Byard tied Detroit's Darius Slay with an NFL-best eight interceptions. 
Byard was also third on the team with 87 tackles (62 solo). 

From 2013-15, Townsend was the cornerbacks coach at Mississippi State. In 2014, he helped the Bulldogs defense lead 
the nation in passes defensed (89) and passes broken up (73) while ranking 15th nationally in interceptions (15). In 2013, 
the Bulldogs ranked fifth in the SEC in passing defense, allowing only 205.2 yards through the air. 

Townsend got his first NFL coaching job with the Cardinals as an assistant defensive backs coach in 2011, a position 
he held for two seasons. He helped Arizona limit opponents to 215.9 net passing yards per game through two seasons, 
the fifth-best average in the NFC. Under Townsend’s guidance, cornerback Patrick Peterson earned back-to-back Pro 
Bowl honors in addition to AP All-Pro and PFWA All-Team selections as a rookie in 2011. 

As a pro, Townsend appeared in 191 games with 80 starts for Pittsburgh (1998-2009) and Indianapolis (2010). He 
tallied 21 career interceptions, 428 tackles, 15.5 sacks, three touchdowns, five forced fumbles and four fumble recover- 
ies. He was a member of the Steelers teams that defeated Seattle in Super Bowl XL and Arizona in Super Bowl XLIII. 
Townsend played six seasons (2004-09) under Pro Football Hall of Famer Dick LeBeau, who was a defensive coordinator 
in Pittsburgh during their time together. 

A four-year starter and a captain at the University of Alabama, Townsend entered the NFL as a fourth-round draft 
choice (117th overall) by the Steelers in 1998.

Jason Loscalzo is in his third season as the Bears head strength and conditioning coach in 
2020. 

Loscalzo possesses 23 years of coaching experience, including 21 at the collegiate level 
with Washington State (2012-17), Boston College (2007-11), Auburn (2003-06), Marshall 
(2001-03), Nevada-Reno (1999-01) and Arkansas (1999). 

Prior to joining the Bears, Loscalzo spent the previous six seasons (2012-17) as the head 
football strength and conditioning coach at WSU. During his time in Pullman, Loscalzo was 
responsible for all aspects involved in the development, coordination, implementation and 
supervision of the strength and conditioning programs for the Cougar football team. 

Before joining WSU, Loscalzo served as the director of strength and conditioning for 
football at BC for five seasons (2007-11).

Tech as their director of athletic performance. In that role, he oversaw the entire strength 
and conditioning program as well as the TTU Athletic Performance Center. 

Prior to joining Tennessee Tech, Kramer spent three years as the assistant strength and 
conditioning coach at Washington State (2012-14), where his emphasis was with the Cougar 
football program.

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Jennifer Gibson is in her sixth season as the Bears sports science coordinator & sport dieti- 
tian in 2020. 

Gibson has over 15 years of experience in elite sports. Prior to the Bears, she was a senior 
sport dietitian and applied physiologist with the United States Olympic Committee and 
within the Canadian Olympic sport system (2006-2015). Her sports included combat, acro- 
bat, team and winter sports. She also consulted in professional sports, including the New 
Orleans Saints (2013-2015), Vancouver Whitecaps of the MLS (2006-2011), the Women’s 
Tennis Association Pro Tour (2006-2013) and within the NBA (2013-2014). She has traveled 
to over 20 countries to service her athletes, including two Olympic Games (2010, 2012), two 
Pan American Games (2007, 2011), one Canada Winter Games (2007), six world champion- 
ships and over 30 professional tournaments. Gibson also served as an adjunct sport nutri- 
tion lecturer for the University of Colorado - Colorado Springs (2011-2015), and is active in 


research, having published nine peer reviewed scientific papers and seven book contributions. 

Gibson completed her bachelor’s degree at Ryerson University and her dietetic education at the University Health 
Network in Toronto, Canada. Her masters in Exercise Science was completed at the University of Victoria in Victoria, 
Canada. She is a distinguished graduate of the International Olympic Committee Diploma in Sport Nutrition and a Level 
Ill certified anthropometrist with the International Society for the Advancement of Anthropometry. Jennifer is also a 
Board-Certified Specialist in Sport Dietetics with the American Academy of Dietetics and Nutrition. 

Jennifer and her husband Jason are Canadian natives. 
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Josh Lucas is in his sixth year as the Bears director of player personnel after being hired by 
the team on January 18, 2015. He is responsible for overseeing the Bears college and pro 
scouting departments. 

Through his first five seasons with the Bears, Lucas has assisted in turning over a Bears 
roster that ranked as one of the oldest in the NFL in 2015 to one of the youngest and most 
talented rosters in 2020 with only six players over the age of 30 (as of June 1, 2020). 

The Bears 2019 draft was highlighted by rookie running back David Montgomery, who tied 
for the team lead with seven total touchdowns and finished the season with 889 rushing 
and 185 receiving yards to become the ninth Bears rookie to top 1,000 yards from scrim- 
mage in their rookie season and the first since Jordan Howard in 2016, another running back 
selected during Lucas’ tenure. Montgomery’s 889 yards and six rushing touchdowns were 
both second in the NFL behind Oakland’s Josh Jacobs among rookie running backs. 

The 2018 NFL Draft featured three ESPN.com All-Rookie honorees in linebacker Roquan Smith, offensive lineman 
James Daniels and defensive lineman Bilal Nichols, while wide receiver Anthony Miller went on to finish second among 
all rookie wide receivers with seven touchdown receptions. Smith, meanwhile, would go on to record the second-most 
tackles (122) by a Bears rookie. Additionally, four of the eight Bears selected to the 2019 Pro Bowl were drafted by the 
Bears during Lucas’ tenure (Tarik Cohen, 2017; Eddie Jackson, 2017; Mitchell Trubisky, 2017; Cody Whitehair, 2016). The 
eight Bears (Cohen, Kyle Fuller, Akiem Hicks, Jackson, OL Charles Leno Jr., LB Khalil Mack, Trubisky and Whitehair) 
selected to participate in the 2019 Pro Bowl tied for the third most in franchise history and were the most since the 
Bears had eight players named in 2007 (2006 season). A total of 12 players have been selected to the Pro Bowl over the 
past two seasons, the most over a two-year span for the Bears since the 2006-07 seasons. 

Lucas also played in role in helping the Bear acquire All-Pro LB Khalil Mack, who in his first season as a Bear, earned 
Pro Bowl and First Team All-Pro honors. Mack finished 2018 tied for third in Bears single-season annals with 12.5 sacks 
and his 21.0 total sacks in his first two seasons are a Bears record. 

Lucas joined the Bears after spending 10 seasons in the New Orleans Saints personnel department, including the 
previous eight as a scout in the southern region (2012-14) and the southwest area (2007-11). Lucas joined the Saints as 
a scouting assistant in 2005 where he evaluated free agents, tracked player movement and assisted in the preparations 
for the NFL Draft for two years. During his 10 seasons with the team, the Saints made five playoff appearances, cap- 
tured three division titles and won the franchise’s first Super Bowl Championship (XLIV) in 2009. 

Lucas came to New Orleans from Jacksonville, where he spent three seasons (2002-04) with the franchise, including 
the last two years as a marketing analyst. In 2002, he was an intern for Jacksonville in football operations, and worked in 
the player personnel department during the club’s 2004 training camp. 

The Canton, Ohio native graduated Cum Laude from Harvard University, where he played safety from 1997-98. 





Mark Sadowski is in his fifth season as director of college scouting with the Chicago Bears 
and his 15th year with the team. He was promoted into his current role on May 11, 2016 after 
four seasons as the Bears senior national scout. He joined the Bears in 2005 and served as 
Southeast area scout until 2012. Sadowski has more than 20 years of scouting experience. 

Since transitioning into his new role, Sadowski has helped the Bears continuously 
acquire players who have made immediate impacts. Last season rookie running back David 
Montgomery tied for the team lead with seven touchdowns and became the ninth Bears 
rookie to top 1,000 yards from scrimmage. His 889 rushing yards and six rushing scores 
were second best in the NFL behind Oakland’s Josh Jacobs. The year prior, 2018 draft picks 
linebacker Roquan Smith, offensive lineman James Daniels (2nd round) and defensive line- 
man Bilal Nichols (Sth round) earned ESPN.com NEL All-Rookie Team honors while wide 
receiver Anthony Miller went on to finish second among all rookie receivers with seven 
touchdown receptions. Smith finished the season second all-time among Bears rookies with 122 tackles, two shy of 
Brian Urlacher’s 124 in 2000. 

In 2017, quarterback Mitchell Trubisky (1st round) set Bears rookie records for passing yards (2,193) and completions 
(196). Running back Tarik Cohen (4th round) became the first NFL rookie since Gale Sayers (1965) to score touchdowns 
via rushing, receiving, passing and punt return in a single season and recorded the third most receptions (53) by a Bears 
rookie in club history. Defensive back Eddie Jackson has recorded five defensive touchdowns in his first three NFL sea- 
sons and is now the highest paid safety in the NFL (as of July 2020). Additionally, four of the eight Bears selected to the 
2019 Pro Bow! were drafted by the Bears during Sadowski’s tenure as director of college scouting (Cohen, 2017; Jackson, 
2017; Trubisky, 2017; Cody Whitehair, 2016). 

Prior to joining the Bears Sadowski spent eight years with the New Orleans Saints (1998-2005) working as a pro scout 
(1998-99), NFS combine scout (2000) and Southeast area scout (2001-05). With the Saints he was instrumental in draft- 
ing the Saints all-time leading rusher Deuce McAllister (2001 first round), receiver Danté Stallworth (2002 first round), 
defensive end Charles Grant (2002 first round pick) and 2009 Pro Bowl offensive tackle Jon Stinchcomb (2003 second 
round). As a member of the Bears he helped acquire the NFL’s all-time TD return leader Devin Hester (2006 second 
round), Pro Bowl tight end Greg Olsen (2007 first round pick), and Pro Bowl receiver Alshon Jeffery (2012 second round). 
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Prior to joining the Saints, he served as defensive and special teams assistant at his alma mater, Tulane University, 
under former Green Wave head coaches Buddy Teevens and Tommy Bowden. Sadowski played safety for the Green 
Wave while earning his Bachelor of Science degree in engineering from Tulane while being honored as a member of the 
athletic department’s “3.0 Club” and Dean’s List. 

The Chicago native attended St. Rita High School where he played football, baseball, basketball and ran track while 
also excelling as an honor student and three-time student council president. In football he was a three-year varsity let- 
terman that earned first team all-area, all-region, and all-Catholic League honors as a senior. 

Sadowski and his wife, Holly, have a daughter, Raffaella Rose. 





CHAMP KELLY 


Anthony “Champ” Kelly enters his third season as Assistant Director of Player Personnel for the 
Bears after spending the previous two seasons as the Director of Pro Scouting. In his current 
role, Kelly works collaboratively with Bears Director of Player Personnel Josh Lucas and College 
Scouting Director Mark Sadowski in directing both the Bears pro personnel and college scouting 
departments. 

During Kelly’s tenure as assistant director of player personnel, the Bears have gone 20-12 and 
totaled 12 Pro Bowl selections over the past two seasons, the most over a two-year span for the 
Bears since the 2006-07 seasons. The 2018 Bears sent eight players to the Pro Bowl, which tied 
for the third most in franchise history. 

As the Bears Director of Pro Scouting, Kelly oversaw all pro player evaluations, the advance 
scouting process, free agency, and evaluated talent in all professional leagues including the 
Canadian Football League and Arena Football League. In addition, Kelly assisted the college 
scouting staff with player evaluations and trades for the annual NFL draft. 

Prior to joining the Bears, Kelly spent eight seasons with the Denver Broncos (2007-14), including the last five as Assistant 
Director of Pro Personnel. He originally joined the Broncos in 2007 and served as a Northeast region college scout (2007), and 
Assistant Coordinator of Pro and College Scouting (2008-09). 

During Kelly’s five season as the Broncos’ Assistant Director of Pro Personnel, the Broncos won four AFC West Division 
titles (2011-14). In addition, the Broncos during his tenure as Assistant Director of Pro Personnel signed eight veteran free 
agents that went on to make the Pro Bowl, including two players—guard Louis Vasquez (2013) and wide receiver Emmanuel 
Sanders (2014)—who earned their first career Pro Bowl selections. Furthermore, in 2014, the Broncos became just the second 
team (Carolina, 1996) in NFL history to sign four veteran free agents in a single offseason who made the Pro Bowl in their 
first year with the club: Sanders, cornerback Aqib Talib, safety T.J. Ward and defensive end DeMarcus Ware. 

Before entering the NFL, Kelly was a certified NFL contract advisor and general manager/wide receivers coach for the 
Lexington Horsemen of United Indoor Football (UIF). Under Kelly’s leadership, the Horsemen advanced to United Bowl Ill. 

A native of Campbellton, Fla., Kelly graduated with a bachelor’s degree in Computer Science from the University of 
Kentucky and earned a master’s degree in Business Administration from the school in 2003. He played wide receiver and 
defensive back at the University of Kentucky from 1998-01. Kelly continued his playing career with the Horsemen from 2003- 
06 as a defensive standout and was a two-time first-team UIF All-Star. The Horsemen won the 2005 NIFL championship 
in Indoor Bowl IV. During his final season playing for the Horsemen in 2006, Kelly again led his team to United Bowl II and 
received the UIF Man of the Year Award in recognition for his leadership both on the field and in the community. 

In addition to Kelly's background in football, he has also worked in corporate America for a fortune 100 company, IBM. 
Kelly worked for IBM in Lexington, Ky., from May 2002 through July 2005 as a Software/Quality Engineer. 

Kelly and his wife, Stephanie, have three daughters, Claire Alaina, Chloe Grace, and Caroline Elise. The Kelly family is also 
active in the community and founded a non-profit corporation, Heart Power, which has hosted youth programs in Colorado, 
Florida, and Kentucky.

Prior to his time in Chicago, Laine spent 10 seasons with the New Orleans Saints, includ- 
ing the last six seasons as the team’s salary cap analyst/player personnel. In that role, 
Laine assisted with the daily management of the salary cap and player contract and salary 
analysis.

The majority of those returns came ina 
Bears uniform as Hester finished his Bears career in 2013 with 19 return TDs, tied with Deion Sanders for the NFL 
record. While wearing the orange and blue he set records for career kick return touchdowns (18) and career punt 
return touchdowns (13) which he extended with the record-breaker in 2014.

On Oct. 16, 2006 the Bears tied for the largest comeback in franchise history after trailing by 20 points and winning 24-23 at the 
Arizona Cardinals on Monday Night Football in Glendale, Ariz. It was the first win in Bears history in which they trailed by at least 
20 points in the second half. The Bears also set an NFL record for the largest comeback without scoring an offensive touchdown.

Edgerrin James. The fumble was recovered by defensive back Charles Tillman (33) and returned 40 yards for a touchdown to bring 
Chicago to within 23-17 late in the fourth quarter. Devin Hester later returned a punt 83 yards for a touchdown with 3:17 remain- 
ing to seal the historic victory. The win moved the Bears to 6-0 on the season en route to an NFC championship.

The event was the largest gath- 
ering of current and former players and coaches in the 
history of the organization. 

9/5/19-The Bears and Packers kickoff the 100th NFL sea- 
son on a Thursday Night at Soldier Field. 


The Chicago Bears team fight song, “Bear Down, Chicago Bears,” was introduced in 1941 by composer Al Hoffman 


under the pseudonym Jerry Downs. In a long-lasting and varied musical career, Hoffman earned immortality for 


writing words and music to “If | Knew You Were Coming I'd Have Baked a Cake” and “Mairzy Doats” among others. 


Hoffman had little apparent connection to Chicago. He was born in Minsk, Russia in 1902. He grew up in Seattle 


after emigrating there with his family in 1908 and he moved to New York in the 1920s before starting a career as a 


music composer. Besides the aforementioned songs, he also wrote songs for Disney’s original “Cinderella” cartoon, 
including “Bibbidi-Bobbidi-Boo,” “A Dream Is A Wish Your Heart Makes,” “The Work Song” and “So This Is Love.” 


The lyrics to “Bear Down, Chicago Bears”:

WRIGLEY RECORD 


The Bears’ all-time record at Wrigley Field stands at 221-89-22, a total of 332 games, 330 as the home team. (Two of 
those victories came with the Bears as the “road” team: twice in 1920 against the Chicago Tigers). The 330 Bears home 
games at Wrigley Field appears to be a National Football League record, though unofficial. The Bears-Wrigley connec- 
tion edges out Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium as host for 324 home games of the Cleveland Browns, from 1950 through 
1995. As the reincarnation of the Cleveland Browns play in a new stadium since their return in 1999, the Bears-Wrigley 
“record” appears safe. 

In fact, Wrigley Field has hosted a total of 342 NFL games: 330 Bears home games, five home games of the Chicago 
Tigers in 1920, and seven home games of the Chicago Cardinals in 1931 and 1932. Besides the Browns’ 324 home games 
at Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium, the Cleveland Indians played two home games there in 1931, and the Cleveland Rams 
played sixteen home contests in 1937 and 1939-1941. Municipal Stadium appears to have hosted a total of 342 total NFL 
games—same as Wrigley Field. 


HISTORY OF THE BEARS UNIFORM 


The Chicago Bears, originally called the Decatur Staleys when founded in 1920, wore red jerseys with tan colored 
vertical striping in their inaugural season. The vertical stripes were actually strips of leather sewn onto the uniform to 
help the ball carrier secure the ball. 

In 1935 the Bears introduced an orange jersey with black arm stripes and black helmet and by 1958 were wearing 
the familiar navy blue with burnt orange. The Bears unique “rounded” number style on the uniforms and numbers 
on the sides of the sleeves of the jerseys dates back to 1949. The Bears trademark ‘C’ logo appeared on helmets in 
1962 and its use continues through present day although the mark has changed from white to orange and the shape 
has changed slightly. After 11 years, the white ‘C’ logo is colored orange with white trim in 1973 and still has the same 
look today. The initials GSH were added to the left sleeve in 1984 in honor of the late ‘Papa Bear’ George S. Halas, 
who passed away Oct. 31, 1983. The uniform has had a very consistent look from the 1970’s with the exception of 
blue pants with white jersey introduced in 1984 as a road uniform. On Oct. 7, 2002 on a Monday Night Football game 
against Green Bay, the Bears wore their traditional home blue jerseys with the blue pants for the first time. On Nov. 
25, 2004, for a Thanksgiving game at Dallas, the Bears wore a throwback orange jersey; then, on Nov. 13, 2005, intro- 
duced a new-look orange third jersey which the Bears wore from 2005-09 and 2011. The 2018 season saw a return of 
the orange jerseys for two games and again for two games during the 2019 season. 

In 2010 the team unveiled its throwback uniform which is modeled after the 1940s : 
Bears uniforms. The “Monsters of the Midway” of the ’40s won four league titles in nm” . 
seven seasons and were led by eight Hall of Famers (coach George Halas and players ’ fi? 

Danny Fortmann, Sid Luckman, George McAfee, George Musso, Bronko Nagurski, Joe , 
Stydahar and Clyde “Bulldog” Turner). Then in 2019, the Bears unveiled a new clas- 
sic uniform (pictured, right), a recreation of the one the team wore for one season in 
1936. It features white jerseys, navy and orange stripes on the shoulders and sleeves, 
navy numbers and letters, navy pants and navy and orange striped socks. 
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FEBRUARY 2, 1895 — OCTOBER 31, 1983 


Leading the Chicago Bears for more than a half-century, George S. Halas, the 
team’s founder and head coach for 40 years, was one of the most enduring per- 
sOnalities in sports history. Halas was active with the Bears starting in 1920 when 
he founded the team as the Decatur Staleys. 

Halas was born and raised on Chicago’s west side and prepped at Crane Tech 
High School before attending the University of Illinois. In Champaign, he earned a 
B.S. degree while lettering in football, basketball and baseball. After graduation in 
1918, Halas joined the Navy for the first of two tours of duty. He was named Player 
of the Game in the 1919 Rose Bowl, playing end on the Great Lakes team that beat 
the Marines 17-0. A commander when he left active duty in 1946, Halas retired as 
a Captain in the Naval Reserve. He was also awarded the Distinguished Citizens 
Award-the highest honor the Navy can bestow on a civilian. 

After leaving the Navy, Halas played right field for the New York Yankees, but a 
hip injury shortened his baseball career. Halas went to work for a Decatur (IL) corn products firm owned by an enthusi- 
astic sports fan, Mr. A.E. Staley, who sponsored a semi-pro baseball team, and later commissioned Halas to organize 
an independent football team. 


PRO CAREER: As a player, Halas set an NFL record (which stood 49 years until 1972) when he took a Jim Thorpe 
fumble 98 yards for a TD in a 26-0 win over the Oorang Indians at Cubs Park (11/4/23) (re-named Wrigley Field in 
1926). He played end for the Bears from 1920-29 and was named to the NFL all-pro squad of the 1920s. 


GEORGE HALAS STATUE 


The Bears unveiled a statue of George Halas 
on Sunday, Aug. 23, 2015, at a private ceremony 
outside Halas Hall, the team’s training facility 
that’s named after the legendary Hall of Famer. 

The statue was created by sculptor Chad Fisher 
out of white bronze. It weighs 1,600 pounds, 
stands 8’8” on a granite base and features 
Halas with his right arm extended pointing his 
index finger. 

A Chicago native who starred at the University 
of Illinois, Halas was a pro football pioneer. He 
helped create what would become the NFL when 
he joined representatives from 11 other teams 
in Canton, Ohio, in 1920 to found the American 
Professional Football Association. 

Halas moved the Decatur Staleys to Chicago in 
1921 and they were renamed the Chicago Bears 
in 1922. “Papa Bear” was named to the NFL’s 


1920s All-Decade Team as a player and later 


became the winningest coach in NFL history 
with 324 victories, a record since surpassed by 
Don Shula. 

Serving as Bears coach for four separate 
10-year stints, Halas led the franchise to six NFL 
championships in 1921, 1933, 1940, 1941, 1946 
and 1963. He is a charter member of the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, having been enshrined in 
1963. 
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PRO COACHING CAREER: Three times Halas interrupted his coaching activities by his own volition. He first turned 
over the leadership to Ralph Jones from 1930 through 1932. In 1942 when he left for the Navy, Luke Johnsos and Heartley 
“Hunk” Anderson shared head coaching responsibilities through ‘45. John “Paddy” Driscoll coached in 1956-57. 

Coincidentally, in 33 and again in 46 when Halas resumed coaching, his Bears won world championships. During the 
1940s, his teams reached the height of their power with four straight Western Conference titles; three world champion- 
ships; a fantastic four-season record (including pre-season games) of 62-7-1 (.899); scored 2,164 points and allowed just 
842. The 1940 team, which defeated the Washington Redskins 73-0 for the world championship, was voted the greatest 
professional team of all-time by the National Academy of Sports Editors in 1963. 

Resuming coaching in 1958, Halas needed five years to develop another champion, when in 1963 the Bears won their 
eighth championship. The Sporting News, AP, and UPI named him Coach of the Year after the 1963 and 1965 seasons. 
Halas retired from coaching on May 27, 1968, with a career record of 324-151-31. His win total was the best in NFL history 
until Don Shula broke the mark in 1993. Halas is a charter member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame.

NAMING THE BEARS 


George Halas originally named the team the Decatur Staleys after A.E. Staley, a starch manufacturer and 
enthusiastic sports fan who sponsored a semi-pro team and commissioned Halas to organize the new squad. 

One year later, trying to match the profitability of Chicago’s baseball franchises, Staley asked Halas if he 
would take the team off Staley’s hands and move it to Chicago for $5,000, while keeping the name Staleys 
for another year. With the help of legendary baseball pioneers Bill Veeck, Sr. and William Wrigley, Halas soon 
acquired a lease to play at Wrigley Field then known as Cubs Park. 

When Halas’ obligation to Staley terminated in 1922, he considered re-naming the team the Chicago Cubs out 
of respect for Veeck and Wrigley who, according to Halas in his biography, “had been such a great help.” 

But, as Halas continued, “! noted football players are much bigger players than baseball players, so if baseball 
players are cubs, then football players must be bears!” 

On January 28, 1922, the franchise was renamed the Chicago Bears. 

In 1920 the team wore red, the color of the A.E. Staley company. The next year the team switched to navy 
blue and orange after those of Halas’ alma mater, the University of Illinois. Halas lettered in football, basketball 
and baseball for the Fighting Illini, and is honored as one of U of I's most distinguished alumni in the Illini Union 
in Urbana-Champaign. 









GEORGE S. HALAS. JR. 


SEPTEMBER 4, 1925 — DECEMBER 16, 1979 


George S. “Mugs” Halas was an integral part of the Bears before his untimely death in 1979. The 
son of pro football founder George S. Halas, Mugs spent 30 years in pro football. He joined the 
Bears’ front office in 1950, was named treasurer in 1953, and became president of the club in 
1963. He was also the first general manager in team history, serving in that capacity from 1963- 
74. In his first season as president, the Bears were NFL champions. Mugs was the second of just 
four presidents in the franchise history. He succeeded his father, George S. Halas, and was fol- 
lowed by Michael McCaskey and current president Ted Phillips. His numerous contributions ona 
league level included membership on the executive committee of the NFL Management Council. 

Mugs learned football at a young age, serving as a ballboy while growing up. He earned a 
business degree from Loyola in 1949, before entering pro football on a full-time basis. Mugs is remembered for his love 
and devotion to the game. 
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EDWARD W. McCASKEY 


APRIL 27, 1919 — APRIL 8, 2003 


Edward (Ed) W. McCaskey served as an executive with the Bears for 36 years, serving as Chairman 
Emeritus of the club from 1999 until his death in 2003. He was the team’s second Chairman of 
the Board, succeeding team founder George Halas in 1983 following 17 years as the team’s Vice 
President and Treasurer. McCaskey married Halas’ only daughter, Virginia, in 1943 and joined the 
team at Halas’ request in 1967. 

McCaskey was a popular figure within the NFL and was referred to by many as the conscience 
of the League, as well as a sounding board for many of its leaders. He contributed to numerous 
charitable and civic organziations on behalf of the Bears and served as the guiding force behind 
the Brian Piccolo Fund. 


MICHAEL B. McCASKEY 


DECEMBER 11, 1943 — MAY 16, 2020 


Michael B. McCaskey joined the family business in 1983, when he succeeded his grandfather, 
George S. Halas, as President & CEO and held that position until 1999 when he became the 
team’s chairman. Under McCaskey’s leadership, the Bears had eight playoff seasons, claimed 

six NFC Central division titles and were crowned Super Bowl XX Champions. Following the 1985 
Super Bowl championship, his peers voted him NFL Executive of the Year. Michael also served as 
Chairman of the Board of the Bears from 1999-2011. In the spring of 1997, under Michael's guid- 
ance, the Bears moved from the original Halas Hall on the campus of Lake Forest College to a new 
state-of-the-art home and where the team still resides today. 

Michael also was a co-founder of the team’s charitable foundation Bears Care in 2005, which 
has since granted more than $21 million to over 100 agencies throughout the Chicagoland community through targeted 
programs supporting education, youth athletics, medical research and health awareness programs focusing on breast 
and ovarian cancer.

The Walter Payton NFL Man of the Year Award is the only NFL award that recognizes a player for his community service 
activities as well as his excellence on the field. Renamed in 1999 for the legendary Chicago Bears Pro Football Hall of Fame 
running back, the Walter Payton NFL Man of the Year Award has been given annually since 1970. 

Chicago Bears cornerback Charles Tillman was named the 2013 Walter Payton Man of the Year, marking the fifth Chicago 
Bears player to be honored with the award -- tied with the Kansas City Chiefs for the most among NFL franchises -- joining 
Payton (1977), Dave Duerson (1987), Mike Singletary (1990) and Jim Flanigan (2000). 

Tillman joins an esteemed list of winners of the annual award, including 17 Pro Football Hall of Famers. Recent winners 
of the Walter Payton NFL Man of the Year Award include Anquan Boldin, San Francisco (2016); Thomas Davis, Carolina 
Panthers (2015); Jason Witten, Dallas Cowboys (2012); Matt Birk, Baltimore Ravens (2011) and Madieu Williams, Minnesota 
Vikings (2010). 

All 32 team nominees for the award receive a $1,000 donation from NFL Foundation to the charity of their choice. The 
three Man of the Year finalists received an additional $5,000 donation in their name. The selection panel is comprised of NFL 
Commissioner Roger Goodell, former NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue, Connie Payton, Pro Football Hall of Fame members 
Frank Gifford and Anthony Munoz, the previous year’s winner and Sports Illustrated football writer Peter King. 

The winner of the Walter Payton NFL Man of the Year Award receives the Gladiator statue, an original art creation by the 
noted sculptor, Daniel Schwartz, and the player’s favorite charity receives a $50,000 donation in his name. In addition, the 


other 31 finalists receive donations in their name of $5,000 each to charities of their choice.

their Ed Block Courage Award recipient for the year. 

The Ed Block Courage Award began in Baltimore in honor of Eddie Block, former head 
athletic trainer of the Baltimore Colts. Eddie Block and his wife dedicated their lives to helping children in distress as foster 
parents and advisers. There are 16 Courage Houses presently connected with NFL teams, locally the Maryville Academy in Des 
Plaines. 

Ed McCaskey was the 1992 Honorary National Chairman of the 14th Annual Ed Block Courage Awards. Each offseason 
Maryville Academy hosts a luncheon to promote awareness for the award and its causes. The proceeds go to the Ed McCaskey 
scholarship winners at Maryville which 
has been the Chicago Courage House 
since 1992.

In memory of Brian Piccolo, each season since 1970 a Bears rookie has been honored with the Brian Piccolo Award. In 


1992, the award was expanded to include a veteran as well. The Piccolo Award is a special honor voted on by Bears players 


only, who select a teammate they feel best exemplifies the courage, loyalty, teamwork, dedication and sense of humor of 


the late Brian Piccolo. 


Brian Piccolo signed with the Bears as a free agent out of Wake Forest in 1965 - the same year Hall of Famer Gale 


Sayers was drafted. The two became roommates, and Piccolo’s support of Sayers through a devastating knee injury, as 


well as Sayers’ devotion when Piccolo was stricken with cancer in 1969, became the stuff of legend. Piccolo was in his 


fourth season when a chest x-ray revealed a malignancy. Several months later on June 16, 1970, he died at age 26 from 


embryonal cell carcinoma. 


Following his death, the Brian 


was established and proceeds were sent to the Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center in New York for research on embryonal cell carci- 
noma. At the time Piccolo died, the disease was 100% fatal, but 
today the cure rate is more than 95%. 

With that victory, proceeds from the Brian Piccolo Cancer 
Research Fund now benefits breast cancer research at Rush 
Medical Center and provides support to the Clearbrook Center for 
the developmentally disabled in Arlington Heights. 

Since turning its attention to the fight against breast cancer, 
the Brian Piccolo Cancer Research Fund, as well as all those who 
have generously joined in its efforts, has raised over $8 million for 
research since 1991. The fund remains active and welcomes the 


interest of contributions of others who share its commitment to 


breast cancer research and to the 


Piccolo Cancer Research Fund 


memory of Brian Piccolo.

On Sunday, September 21, 1975, running back Walter Payton and six fellow rookies (DE Mike Hartenstine, DT Roger 
Stillwell, S Doug Plank, TE Greg Latta, LG Noah Jackson, RT Jeff Sevy) took to Soldier Field’s artificial turf to face the 
Baltimore Colts; the young Bears lost 35-7. The seven rookie Bears starting on Opening Day is the most in the past 37 
seasons, followed by four in 1983 (T Jim Covert, G Rob Fada, WR Willie Gault and CB Mike Richardson) and two on five 
occassions (1989, CB Donnell Woolford and DE Trace Armstrong; 1991, T Stan Thomas and WR Anthony Morgan; 1998, FS 
Tony Parrish and TE Alonzo Mayes; 2013, G Kyle Long and T Jordan Mills; 2016, C Cody Whitehair and OLB Leonard Floyd). 
In 19 of the previous 42 seasons, no rookies have started on opening day. Running back David Montgomery was the fifth 
rookie to start on opening day under GM Ryan Pace, joining Adrian Amos (2015), Cody Whitehair (2016), Leonard Floyd 
(2016) and Eddie Jackson (2017).

BEARS TEAM CAPTAINS 


Since 2007, at the recommendation of the NFL’s six-member player advisory council, NFL teams could name up 
to six season-long captains. Captains are designated with a square patch with the letter “C” and four gold stars 
across the bottom. A player receives a gold star for each year he is a team captain. Teams are allowed to deter- 
mine how they want to select their captains, some opting for weekly captains which do not wear the “C” patch, 
while others elect up to six. In 2014 the Bears opted to name captains on a weekly basis therefore no Bears player 
wore the captain’s “C” patch.

THE LAST HELMETLESS PLAYER 


Dick Plasman, an end out of Vanderbilt, is regarded by the Pro Football Hall of Fame as the last player to play the 
game without a helmet. Plasman played for the Bears from 1937-41 and 1944 and was part of World Championship 
teams in 1940 and 1941. The NCAA made helmets mandatory in 1939 and the NFL followed shortly thereafter. 
Plasman never wore a helmet in high school, college or the pros. But after a stint in the armed forces, was required

to wear a helmet when he returned to the NFL in 1944. 
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Bears President & CEO Ted Phillips led the franchise to one of the team’s greatest off-field achievements with the 
construction of the Lakefront Improvement Plan which included the new football stadium within the confines of 
historic Soldier Field. The Bears are entering their 18th season in the new stadium, playing the inaugural campaign in 
2003. The aggressive construction schedule lasted just 20 months from the Bears last home game of the 2001 season 
(vs. PHI, Jan. 19, 2002) until re-opening against Green Bay on Sept. 29, 2003. The project earned many honors for design 
excellence and was named Midwest Construction magazine’s overall Project of the Year in 2003. 


¢ November, 2000: Bears President and CEO Ted Phillips and his team of experts answer questions and concerns of the 
Illinois General Assembly at the State Capitol. After three days of gathering support, the Illinois House and Senate 
passed Bill 1284 on Nov. 30, 2000, authorizing the Illinois Sports Facilities Authority to issue approximately $406 
million in bonds to help finance the $630 million project. The debt service on the bonds were paid from the surplus 
and projected growth of the existing two percent Chicago local hotel tax plus a local distributive tax and state hotel 
tax subsidy. The remaining $200 million was contributed by the Chicago Bears, including a $100 million loan from the 
National Football League 

* Nov. 15, 2000: The City of Chicago’s Lakefront Improvement Plan was announced publicly by Mayor Richard M. Daley. 
The project replaced parking lots with 17 acres of new parkland, built an underground parking structure to serve the 
Museum Campus and Soldier Field, created easier access to the Museum Campus and added other amenities giving 
Chicagoans and tourists the ability to enjoy the lakefront year-round. 

¢ Jan. 5, 2001: Gov. George Ryan signed House Bill 1284, designed to help fund a new stadium and enhance Chicago’s 
lakefront. 


The following is a number of facts concerning different elements of the Soldier Field project and the Lakefront 
Initiative: 


LAKEFRONT IMPROVEMENTS 

The project created approximately 17 acres of additional waterfront parkland for public enjoyment. This green space 
was programmed for year-round public uses such as a sledding hill, winter garden, a terraced park, an area for outdoor 
museum exhibits and other features. The year-round parking facility created 2,500 new underground parking spaces 
immediately adjacent to the Field Museum and Shedd Aquarium and 3,100 outdoor spaces between the stadium and 
McCormick Place to ensure Chicago’s great tailgating tradition continues. 


SOLDIER FIELD IMPROVEMENTS 
The stadium features increased sideline seating from 40% of seats to over 60%, an increased number of new and 
improved restrooms (over 1,000 restroom fixtures) plus more variety and access at over 350 concession points of sale, 
three-level United Club lounge, a Bears Ring of Honor throughout the mezzanine level, a Bears Den gallery depicting 
historical events from Soldier Field’s past and a bas-relief of George Halas. 

Above and beyond the Bears games, Soldier Field is capable of hosting an increasing number of athletic events, 
prime concerts, and large civic, cultural and educational gatherings. The unique design allows for easy stage setup and 
takedown, along with a field that can accommodate international soccer events. 


FUNDING THE LAKEFRONT IMPROVEMENT PLAN 

The Bears made a $224 million contribution to this project, pay annual rent of $5.7 million and accepted the cost 
overrun risks on the project. The entire cost of the Lakefront Project ($630 million) was raised without asking for 
taxpayers’ money. The plan was supported through a local City of Chicago hotel tax. There was no extension or increase 
of any taxes and the hotel tax was principally paid by visitors and tourists. 
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PRESERVING HISTORY 

The historic colonnades and historic South Wall remained untouched as the new stadium was built within the existing 
exterior of Soldier Field. The Memorial Water Wall honors all soldiers who have served in the United States Armed 
Forces. The Wall serves as an educational piece for families and visitors of the museum campus. A Doughboy statue was 
erected at the entrance of Gate O and the south concourse features a Medal of Honor tribute. 


Following 31 seasons of football along the shores of Lake Michigan (pictured, top-left), the Bears took a brief one- 
year hiatus from Soldier Field in 2002, playing home games at Memorial Stadium in Champaign so construction of the 
new Soldier Field (right) could be completed. The first game in the new stadium was Sept. 29, 2003 against division 
rival Green Bay. The Bears first season at the old venue was in 1971 after spending 50 seasons at Wrigley Field. Soldier 
Field was opened in 1924 as a 45,000-seat Municipal Grant Park Stadium. The first football game played on its field 
was November 22, 1924, as a capacity crowd watched Notre Dame edge Northwestern, 13-6. 

It hosted the first boxing event which drew a gate of over $2.5 million (Dempsey-Tunney, 1927), the first ski meet 
held in a stadium, and the all-time largest football crowd (123,000). The largest crowd for any event in Soldier Field 
was 260,000 on Sept. 8, 1954, for the Catholic Church’s Marian Year Tribute. 

The 100,000-seat stadium was dedicated November 27, 1926, with Army battling Navy to a 21-21 tie. The all-time 
collegiate attendance record of 123,000-plus was established Nov. 26, 1927 as Notre Dame beat Southern Cal 7-6. 

In the first professional game at the then-mammoth stadium, the Bears defeated the Chicago Cardinals 10-0 on 
November 11, 1926. 

Plans for the stadium started in 1919 as a memorial to the soldiers of WWI. Soldier Field stood on 10,000 pile 
foundations driving an average depth of 62.5 feet through fill that replaced the lake waters. The new stadium contin- 
ues to be owned, maintained and operated by the Chicago Park District. 

Other stadium notes since the Bears moved to Soldier Field: 


1971 - September 19, Chicago defeats the Pittsburgh Steelers 17-15 before capacity crowd of 55,701 in the 
Bears’ first game since moving from Wrigley. 

1979 - The stadium undergoes major reconstruction and renovation prior to the season including new 
lighting, playing surface, and locker rooms; rebuilding of seating area (new chairbacks, armrests, 
seats); and improvement of sightlines. 

1982 - Additional rebuilding of seating areas was completed as well as new concourses with more restrooms 
and concession areas. A new press box, 60 deluxe skyboxes, and a new scoreboard were also built. 
Capacity is increased to 66,030. 

1988 - Surface was changed from artificial turf to natural grass, and 56 skyboxes were added along south 
rim (increasing the total to 116). Capacity is increased to 66,946. 

1992 - Four seats are added increasing the capacity to 66,950. 

1994 - The Park District spends millions to refurbish the stadium for the World Cup soccer tournament. 
Capacity is reduced by six to 66,944. 

2000 - Mayor Daley announces Lakefront Redevelopment Project (11/15). 

2001 - Project receives state and city approval. 

2002 - Demolition begins on stadium immediately following playoff game (1/19). 

2003 - Bears return to Soldier Field with Monday night re-opening on September 29 against Green Bay. 
Capacity is set at 61,500, over 5,000 fewer seats than the old stadium and the second smallest 
venue in the NFL. 

2019 - Two days before kicking off the NFL’s 100th season, statues of George Halas and Walter Payton 

were unveiled during a private ceremony outside the south end of Soldier Field. The statues are 
12-feet tall and weigh 3,000 pounds. 
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On Sept. 5, 2019 the Bears hosted the Packers to kick off the NFL’s 100th season. Soldier Field provides one of the most stunning and 
iconic backdrops in the NFL with its unique sightlines of the city and lakefront.

On Sept. 3, 2019 — two days before the Bears kicked off their 100th season — two of the franchise’s most legendary Hall of Famers 
were honored outside Soldier Field when statues of George S. Halas and Walter Payton were unveiled during a private ceremony out- 
side Gate O at the south end of the stadium. Created by sculptor Chad Fisher, the statues are 12-feet tall and weigh 3,000 pounds. 
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Located on the west side of the stadium on the 
street-level main concourse, the bas-relief sculp- 
ture marks the gateway for a stadium visitor’s trip 
through the history of the Chicago Bears.

The bas-relief is a time-line describing George 
Halas’ contribution to the world of football and the 
history of the Chicago Bears. 

Hall of Famers date back from the 1920’s when 
George Halas founded the Chicago Bears, and repre- 
sent different decades of team history. 

The tremendous energy and influence of the two 
large George Halas reliefs tells the story and bal- 
ances all of the action. George S. Halas is without 
doubt the overriding presence in the sculpture. 

The laser-etched imagery shows the team in 
the 1920’s - also Halas and his team celebrating a 
1940’s win against the Washington Redskins, fan 
images from Wrigley Field, a photo of Halas with 
George Jr. and Paddy Driscoll, and a fan grouping 
from the 1980’s. Integrated in the composition 
is the famous “T” formation that George Halas 
invented.

THE DOUGHBOY STATUE 


Just inside Gate O in the Grand Concourse stands the restored Doughboy 
Statue. Originally installed in Chicago’s Garfield Park in the early 1930s, four 
decades later it was damaged, debased, but not forgotten. Chicago sculpture 
conservator Andrzej Dajnowski meticulously recast the missing parts and 
refurbished the entire statue and base to its original condition and it joins 

the other memorials to the American fighting men and women at Soldier Field.

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The Chicago Bears moved into Halas Hall at Conway Park on March 3, 1997. The 38-acre complex is located in 
Lake Forest off of Route 60 just east of the Tri-State Tollway, approximately four miles from the former Halas 
Hall. The building is dedicated to Bears’ founder, president and coach George Halas. The original Halas Hall, on 
the Lake Forest College campus, was dedicated by coach Halas in the name of his son, Mugs, in 1979. 

The complex underwent a construction project following the 2012 season to expand and upgrade the Bears 
headquarters to enhance the football and business operations while providing new opportunities and experi- 
ences for fans, 

The upgrade increased the 100,000-square facility with an additional 43,500-square feet of working space 
to accompany two outdoor practice fields, surrounded by a jogging path. One of the now four 100-yard outdoor 
fields is equipped with 14 miles of underground heating tubes, enabling the grass to remain soft and growing 
into early winter, as well as five miles of drain tubing that can capture and disperse nine inches of rainfall per 
hour and 2.5 miles of cooling pipes for the grass roots. 

A state-of-the-art event center includes a 4,000-square foot broadcast studio and conference center that 
can host as many as 200 people for both events and original programming. The two-level entryway to the event 
center features interactive digital displays, video monitors and memorabilia, including some never-before fea- 


ED MGCASKEY MEMORIAL GARDEN AND 
THE WALTER PAYTON CENTER 


The team’s indoor practice facility, the Walter Payton Center, was renovated during the summer of 2005 while con- 
struction of the Ed McCaskey Memorial Garden was completed in June, 2005. 

The Walter Payton Center is a rigid structure, opposed to the inflated “bubble” the team used from 1990-96, and 
includes a full 100-yard field. The structure is 85 feet high, 200 feet wide and 400 feet long. The renovation included 
removal of the existing fabric roof and cladding on the outside of the building, replacement of the end walls and 
installation of a new, state-of-the-art synthetic turf and two-lane running track. A new heating and de-humidification 
system was also installed. The Bears renamed the indoor facility during a ceremony on Thursday, April 6, 2000. 

Located south of Halas Hall, the Ed McCaskey Memorial Garden is a beautifully landscaped, clover-leaf-shaped 
garden bordered by a 30” stone seat wall and piers. A winding gravel road from Halas Hall leads to the opening of the 
garden where a variety of trees, shrubs and perennials have been planted.

tured pieces of Bears history such as the 1963 NFL championship trophy. A new press conference room and a 
relocated media courtyard was also added along with increased work space for media members. 

The previous Halas Hall on the campus of Lake Forest College had 32,000 square feet of space, while the 
new building after the newest renovations (see pages 454-455) has over 300,000. In fact, the entire former 
Halas Hall would fit into the basement of the new building. 

The Bears also added a practice viewing suite in 2013 on the second level of Halas Hall. The 40-person suite 
overlooks the team’s practice fields and features many of the amenities of game Suites at Soldier Field. A new 
kitchen and dining facility, including an outdoor patio was also added. Additional conference room and staff 
offices were also added throughout Halas Hall. 

The Bears headquarters also has a new entry into the main lobby and 105 additional parking spaces. The 
architectural style is consistent with that of the original building. A main focal point is the entry point to the 
main lobby, featuring the classic Bears “C” on an impressive portico.

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In November 2017 the Bears announced a partnership with global design and architecture firm HOK to design a 
162,500-square-foot football operations addition to the already-existing 143,000-square-foot Halas Hall and a 
30,600-square-foot remodeling project on the northeast side of the building -- bringing the total square foot- 
age of Halas Hall to more than 3,000. 

Bears president and CEO Ted Phillips detailed what he described as “a significant expansion of Halas Hall”. 

“We're effectively going to double in size,” Phillips said. “The ultimate facility will be on a par with the best 
in the NEL. This is being done to make our football operations, coaching and player personnel areas the best in 
the league.” 

The magnitude of the project, which broke ground in March 2018 and will be completed this fall in time for 
the start of the Bears’ 100th season, has completely transformed the look and feel of all existing team space 
and provides even greater resources for the team’s training and performance needs. The initial phase of the 
expansion project focused on enhancement of the team’s football operations, including player training, educa- 
tion, performance, nutrition and rehabilitation. 

While football operations, players and coaches are the most affected by the renovation, Bears general man- 
ager Ryan Pace told employees that they, too, will benefit. 

“It affects all of us because it equates to winning,” Pace said. “This project is not about flash. It’s about 
what it tangibly does to help us win games. So you'll see the way we train, the way we rehab, the way we recov- 
er, the way we educate our players, those are all areas that we’re going to drastically improve in. 

“We've seen the top facilities across the United States in pro and college football. This is going to put us 
right at the top among the elite. I’m proud of this. It shows a major commitment to winning from our owner- 
ship and leadership, and everyone in football operations recognizes this.” 


=. 
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The addition features a 13,000-square-foot indoor turf space for training and walkthroughs with a 133x26 
video projection wall and adjacent virtual reality room, in addition to a 2,000-square-foot weight room expan- 
sion. Also included is an equipment room, recovery space and nutrition/fuel station that doubles the current 
size while the sports medicine space is four times larger than the old area and will feature a hydrotherapy pool. 

Position meeting rooms and the draft room have doubled in capacity, while coaches’ offices have increased 
by 50 percent and allow for improved collaboration. A 3,250-square-foot players’ lounge and separate huddle 
space will also be created, along with an approximately 1,700-square-foot player locker room and a larger coach- 
es/scouts locker room. 

The team and staff café will be expanded by 4,300 square feet to support the organization’s growth, as well 
as providing new food offerings. Basement storage space also has increased through the expansion. 

Additionally, two additional football fields were added at the start of the 2018 season on the east side of 
the Walter Payton Center, which will allow the team to spread out the field use over four fields throughout the 
offseason and during in-season practices. That project also calls for the addition of a training slope, a storage 
facility and a small practice viewing suite, much like the existing viewing suite used at Halas Hall for corporate 
partners and other VIP guests.

JEFF JONIAK: One of the more energetic and exciting voices of the National Football League, Jeff Joniak enters his 20th sea- 
son behind the microphone as the play-by-play voice of the Chicago Bears. Joniak’s passion for the game and for the Bears 
is linked to a 34-year association with Chicago sports fans. Joniak has hosted Chicago Bears game day broadcasts since 1997 
and serves as WBBM Newsradio 780 and 105.9 FM’s director of sports operations while maintaining his afternoon drive-time 
sports anchor shifts. Throughout the year, Joniak serves as master of ceremonies for many different events related to his 
work with the Bears including the National Football Foundation Scholarship Awards ceremony, the Ed Block Courage Award 
ceremony, Lurie Children’s Hospital annual fundraising event and the annual Bears Care Gala. Before tackling Halas Hall, 
Joniak co-hosted the gameday broadcasts for the Chicago Bulls during their championship years from 1991 to 1996. For the 
gripping coverage of the death of Walter Payton, Joniak and his staff won a prestigious Peter Lisagor Award. He also won two 
Lisagor awards for his coverage of the NFL Draft, AP awards for his sportscasts and Bears pre-game features. In September 
2019, Joniak was inducted into the Chicagoland Sports Hall of Fame. 


TOM THAYER: Originally a Bears’ fourth-round draft pick in 1983 after an All-America career at Notre Dame, Tom Thayer 
played for three seasons with the USFL’s Chicago Blitz and Arizona Wranglers before joining the Bears. One of the team’s 
strongest players, Thayer earned his starting role at right guard four games into the 1985 season and eventually compiled 
consecutive game and consecutive start streaks that led the Bears during the late 1980s. Thayer left the Bears in 1992 after a 
distinguished eight-year career at offensive guard. He retired in 1993 after one season with the Miami Dolphins. Before join- 
ing the Bears radio team in 1997, Thayer worked for two years as a Bears analyst on WFLD-TV’s pro football programming. A 
former all-state lineman at Joliet Catholic High, Thayer resides in Chicago. 


MARK GROTE: Entering his third season on the broadcast team, Mark Grote is the Bears reporter for 670 The Score and works 
the sidelines for WBBM Newsradio game broadcasts. He also participates as a host on the Score on a regular basis. Prior to 
joining the Bears, Grote was the pre and post game host from 2015-2017 on Chicago Cubs broadcasts and was thrilled to be on 
the air in 2016 just moments after the Cubs won their first World Series since 1908. Born and raised in Chicago’s western sub- 
urbs, Grote is an Illinois State University graduate. He worked in the Illinois communities of Lincoln, Peoria and Springfield 

on his way to being hired as a sports anchor/reporter for WBBM in 2002. While at WBBM Grote covered many historic local 
sporting events, including traveling with the University of Illinois basketball team when the Illini reached the 2005 NCAA 
Championship game. Later that same year Grote was in Houston when the White Sox won their first World Series in 88 years. 
Grote was also part of WBBM’s coverage of several Bulls and Blackhawks playoff series interviewing players and reporting 

live on the radio. In 2009, he joined the Score as a full time contributor to the station’s popular morning show. Grote lives in
